6f that day, 
to set apart, designate, and divide the State into 
round-up districts, describing each by number and 
giving its boundaries.

| MICHIGAN GETS EVEN. 


PREVIOUS CHICAGO DEFEATS SOL- 
ACED BY A VICTORY. 


—— 


The Wearers of the Yellow and Blue Drag | 


the Purple and Gold in the Dust of the 
Diamond— Northwestern University Men 
Beaten by a Score of 14 to 4—The Game 
Played Amid a Din of Enthusiasm— 
Work of the Opposing Nines —-The Score. 


The University of Michigan annually sends 
several various: delegations of its students to 
Chicago to perform in their several various 
ways for the amusement of the public in gen- 
eral, and the Ann Arbor alumni who have 
adopted Chicago for their home in particular. 
Last fall when the mfid and slush lay two 
inches deep on the League baseball grounds 
and the winter winds howled in mournful and 
chilly cadence through the damp grand stands 
a company of eleven young men in pad- 
ded canvas uniforms and woolen sweaters 
came on the scene. With what fortisude and 
patience they allowed a coinpeting aggrega- 
tion of Chicago men to kick and maut them 
over the sloppy ground, only the lovers’ of 
football van tell. If it happened that the 
lover of football wore the yellow and blue it 
1s not likely that he would care to say any- 
thing about it. Two weeks later the same 
group from Ann Arbor minus a few teeth andc 
hampered by a few dislocated joints came 
back and met a team of Cornell men on the 
same ficld and at the same game—it wight be 
added also with the same result. But that was 
football of the Rugby variety, and it has al- 
ways been too rugged a flower to thrive in the 
temperate climate of Ann Arbor. 

Only last week anottier company of stu- 
dents from Michigan’s Athens only in even- 
ing dress instead of in canvas clothes and 
with songs in their mouths rather than with 
blood in their eyes, entertained Chicago col- 
lege people at Central Music Halil and after 
they had left Michigan people seemed more 
willing to talk about them, Nevertheless it 
was tame sport and it came far short of wip- 
ing out the stain that the football men had 


left behind them. 

Yesterday, however, the conditions were all 
different. A balmy Maytime breeze stole 
over the high-back grand stands 
and bleachers and fluttered the 
streamers of purple and gold and yellow and 
blue of the college men. It played in the 
variegated ribbons that adorned the Easter 
hats of a hundred or more enthusiastic Chi- 
cago girls. It carried the exuitant yells of 
500 more oxcited college men across the 
greenest and smoothest of base-ball fields 
against the big signs that frescoed the back 
fence of the West Side grounds and then car- 
ried them back again to increase the hubbab 
in the grand stands. A company of 
nine sunburned = students from Ann 
Arbor with a bie bundle of bats and a 
good-sized roll of money had come 
up to take their previous defeats out 
of the representative nine from the North- 
western University at Evanston. Baseball of 
the rosiest and healthiest huehas always been 
and nu- 
merous college scalps adorn the belts of the 
Michigan men. They came up to Chicago 
after the Northwestern’s war-lock. Michigan 
men will be willing to talk about it this time, 
for they got it. 

Th. .ame a Good One. 

The game was a splendid specimen of un- 
varnished college basebail, notwithstanding 
the loose score. It was feught both upon the 
field and im the grand stand. ‘Base hits and runs 
were scored amid ithe wildest, most patriotic 
college enthusiasm. Favorites were encour- 
aged by all the uproarious means that are 
universally practiced in American colleges. 
The crowd quickly shaped itself in two dis- 
tinct bodies, composed on the one side of 
active Northwestern students, bright in pur- 
ple and gold, and on the other of Michigan 
graduates and students home on their Easter 
vacation, decked out in yards and yards of 
yellow and blue. Ann Arbor went to bat first,

FAITHFUL AND BALGOWAN HEAD 
THE CORRIGAN CRACK. 


The Montgomery Was a Peculiarly Run 
Race with a Sprint on the End Which 
Did ‘Not Suit the Son of Longfellow— 
Enterprise Moose, Hy Dy, Surcet, and 
Gray Goose the Other Winners— Racing, 
at San Francisco, St, Louis, Gloucester, 
and Guttenberg.

As it turned out, however, Riley was not in 
it today, while faithful ran a great race. Be- 
fore the race Riley was supposed to be fit and 
good, and the way the money was showered in 
on him did not suggest a condition the reverse 
ofthat. It was said afterwards, however, that 
the horse was a trifle sore, which is doubtful. 
A more plausible excuse offered for his defeat 
was that the pave was too slow in its early 
part, and that if Kiley had made it strong 
from. the first jump the result might have been 
The pace was a bit slow at first, as 
1:05 was thé rather poor time which marked 
the first five furlongs. But fast or slow it is 
doubtful if Riley could have won today, as 
both Faithful and Baigowan were in great 
form.

Finding It Necessary to Court Favor with 
the Cleveland Forces, He Has Written 
Instructions to His Lieutenants—Morri- 
son Pleased at the Result Thus Far— 
Both Hypocritically for the Ex-Presi. 
dent—The Cleveland Movement Growing 


in New York—War in Michigan. 


 Wasurveton, D. C., April 23.—[Speci 
Senator John M. Palmer’s Rae Raney i 
will reach the Democratic State convention in 
a damaged condition. The Senator and his 
friends have taken it in for repairs. Ita ex- 
act condition may be made known from a 
letter addressed to Chairman Phelps of the 
State Central coinmittee, There is also a let- 
ter to Gen. John A. McClernand of Spring- 
field, but the Phelps letter is the official one 
_Which is intended to guide the State con- 
vention. Palmer is crazier 
President, but he knows the folly of running 
up against the Cleveland sentiment now. If 
he is to have any chance for a nomination he 
must keep in with the Cleveland folks in the 
East, and he can’t do that if he undertakes to 
deprive them of Illinois, which they think is a 
Cleveland State. It will hurt their cause if 
lilinois is held away from Cleveland ia favor 
of a favorite son. So Palmer will have to be 
contented with a left-handed indorsement 
which will be given for him if Cleveland can- 


not make it. 


It is understood here that his letter to 
Chairman Pheips points the way for giving 
him an indorsement soutewhat stronger than 
that which was accorded Gray in Indiana. With 
his usual lack of conviction, the Senator has 
found it difficult to lay down the precise lan- 
guage which he wants the convention to 
adopt. He wishes to hoid the Cleveland 
strength, to conciliate the Hill forces, and to 
make sure of John M., Paliner bagging the 
game. All this is difficult to do, so that the 
Senator may be excused for the worriment he 
has shown today. The story of the Illinois 
delegation holding him up has not added to 
his comfort. When he taiked with the mew- 
bers in the Ways and Means committee room 
Thursday Busey was about the only out-and- 
out supporter that he had. As a majority of the 
delegation was against Springerin the Speak- 
ership fight and against Palmer, it might have 
been known that they would find reason for 
refusing to support him. So they catechised 
him, got from the admission that he did not 
want instructions, and that his candidacy should 
not be used to embarrass the Cieveland move- 
ment. Forman, acting as the personal repre- 
sentative of Col. Morrison, was especially ag- 
g<re in charging Palmer with bad faith, 

almer’s plea that it was only human to let 
himself be indorsed was not received in good 
spirit. The point about the meting with the 
delegation was ‘that the Morrison Congress- 
men forced the Senator to say that he would 
be satisfied with whatever the Springtield con- 


vention might do. 


These developments are naturally pleasing 
to Morrison, The belief here is that as Palw- 
eér’s friends will have a majority in the con- 
vention there will not be much comfort in it 
for Morrison. However, the supporters of 
the horizontal statesman are now feeling pos- 
itive that the outcome wil) render Palmer’s 
Presidential hopes useless. Forman and Wik® 
lefi for Illinois tonight to join other anti- 
Palmer Congressmen. It is now possivle that 
' Morrison will not think it necessary to attend, 
‘but will give his proxy as a delegate to the 
convention to Forman. However, this de- 
cision is subject to change at the last moment, 
and if neeessary Morrison himself will 
go to Springfield. The Congressmen 
who have already started said _ that 
they would bring up, Southern T[linois 
practically solid - against Paimer. Their 
declaration is that they will fight the mention 
of anybody but Grover Cleveland. If the 
attem pt is made. as it will be, to give Paimer 
a second.choice indorsethent, they will insist 


on Morrison bemg put in ‘the same category. 


It need hardly be stated that Morrison’s 


friends are using Cleveland as a club to knock 


. out Palmer. Morrison himself is an anti- 


Cleveland man and so are most of his follow- 
ers. Just after the New York State conven- 
tion, Morrison was railing at Springer be- 
cause the latter had declared Cleve- 
land out of the race. Springer, he said, 
was, appropriating the discovery which he 
himself had made two years before. Morri- 
son set to work to make a combination with 
Hill, and told his followers to quit ‘‘ cussing ”’ 
the New York Senator, for they might have to 
vote for him. . But his trip to Illinois changed 
his mind. He found that the Cieveland senti- 
ment was the thing to utilize against Palmer. 
After spending two weeks ‘in the State, Morri- 
gon came back singing the praises of Cleve- 
land and declaring that the will of the Demo- 
eratic masses should be respected. Those 
who knew the Colonel’s batred of Cleveland 
poked a good deal of fun at him, put he was 
playing politics and held steadily to his 
plans. The result is shown in the out- 
break of feeling against Palmer. Morrison 
is as hopeful as ever that Cleveland will be 
thrown overboard, and that the support of 
the South and West will secure him the nom- 
mation. Palmer is also hopeful that the 
Western delegates will see the inexpediency of 
nominating Cleveland and will turn to him. 
On such hypocritical pretenses the two lead- 
ing Democrats of Iilinois are publicly pro- 
claiming their support of the ex-President and 
privately putting forth all their efforts to 
make his nomination impossible. 

' Col. Morrison was telling stories to-night of 
Illinois politics in the Us. When Senator 
Palmer stalked in Morrison pretended not to 


notice the arrival. Palmer shied off back- 


ward a little, and then, stepping forward, 
stretched out bis hand. “Good evening, 
Colonel.” he remarked, _ “ Evening,’’ said 
Morrison in reply to the greeting. He shook 
hends with the Senator and went on 
with his reminiscences, which had just 

the critical period of 1854, 
when Lyman Trumbull and Palmer had 
come out as anti-Nebraska Democrats. 
“That was the only time we ever lost Water- 
loo and Monroe County,” said Morrison. “I 
was saved from the wreck and managed to 
get into the Legislature as a straight Demo- 
crat.”’ Senator Palmer listened for a few 
moments and then moved away bidding his 
horizontal rival a courteous good night. The

Radloff and 
Kostrauch again disiaterred Levin’s corpse, 
stripped it of its grave clothes, dres

His Wife Leads the Police to the Work-

LOOKING FOR “TOMMY” O'BRIEN. 


The Fugitive Bunko Man May Have Sought | 


a Safe Hidine-Plxce in Chicago. 

Acting on the request of Warden Thayer of 
Clinton Prison, N. Y., the police are on the 
lookout for “Tommy” O’Brien, the 
noted bunkosteerer, who was allowed 
to escape from officers at Utica Inst 
Tuesday. It is regarded as not improbable 
that **‘lommy ”’ has come to Chicago, where 
he has a large acquaintance, having practical- 
ly commenced the career which has brought 
him notoriety in this city. His only term of 
imprisonment, in this country at least, was 
served in this State. 

‘The last serious serape in which O’Brien 
was involved in Illinois was on account of a 
confidence. game practiced on a farmer 
near Streator, He was arrested, but 
wealthy members of aie certain class 
in Chieago. and Springfield went to 
his rescue, brought him back from Ottawa, 
and sent him out of the country. It is known 
that some of the same friends contributed 
largely to assist him to liberty, when he was 
brought back from Europe to answer the 
charge of swindling John M. Peck of Al- 
bany,. N. Y out of $10,000. He was 
convicted despite all the aid given him 
and sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment. 
Then he was taken to Utica on habeas eor- 
pus proceedings and tmanaged to escape 
through the carelessness of his keepers. 

The New York authorities think (O’Brien 
may bave gone to Canada, but he would 
not be so . secure there as in the 
West, as he is badly wanted in the Dominions. 

Scores of old friends and partners in Chicago 
would willingly afford him sectirity. Before 
O’Brien slipped away in Utica he had shaved 
off the handsome black beard he always wore, 
and, withouf the beard, he might easily come 
into Chicago without fear of.being recog- 
nized. 

“We never got Tommy but one hair 
eut and shave.” said a détective last 
night, ** and there isn’t one officer in a hun- 
dred who would recognize biti without those 
elegant black whiskers. They might take 
him fora clergytnan, but never for a bunko 
steerer and all around desperate man. [| be- 
lieve that he could ‘disappear’ more suceess- 
fully in Chicago than in any other city in the 
country.

NOT YET ADJUSTED. 


STRIKE OF THEGERMAN PRINTERS 
STILL IN PROGRESS. 


There Is No Settlement in Sight, and the 
Four Papers in the Publishers’ Associa- 
tion Are Being Run Short- Harded— 
Story of the Differences “5 Related by 
Representatives of Employers and Union 
Men—Bakers Will Give Up Part of May 
Day to Help Out the Bosses. | 

By combining their available forces: of gom- 
positors the German papers, the Frete Presse, 
Fageblatt, Abendpost and Rundschau succeed- 
ed in getting out their regular issues yester- 
day. The working force is concentrated in 
the composimg room of the Frete Presse, 
where twenty men are at work, From that 
office the other papers are assisted. A miove- 
ment is on foot among the com positors 
now at work to form a new _ uwunion. 
It is claimed some | of the 
men at work are union men and 
that they are glad to accede to the terms of 
the Publishers’ Association. The publishers 
claim that the trouble is caused by the refusal 
of Typographia No. 9 to submit the questions 
at issue to arbitration. The publishers also 
say that the strikers are demanding an 1n- 
crease in wages that the business will not war- 
rant, and that the strikers know that by the 
submission of the question to arbitration they 
would be beaten. The strikers say that they 
are simply asking for a maintenance of the 
old scale of wages. 

Richard Michaelis, editor of the Freie 
Presse, suid last night: 

** We are gradually hiring new men and the 
strikers wili ultumately give m. We have of- 
fered everything that is fair and they refuse to 
submit to arbitration, knowing that the facts 
would tell against them. On the Jagebiatt 
they broke their agreement in striking before 
May 1. We have twenty men working on the 
night force and ten on the day force, but we 
need about seventy-five men. We are in 
favor of a union, and would prefer to have 
only union men, but we can’t afford to pay 
what the strikers ask. They want about 
18 per cent more for setting German 
type than is paid for work on English papers. 


Our circulation is not so large es the English | 
papers and we get smaller prices for adver- 


tisements. Beside this we have to translate 
all our telegraph news into German. We are 
willing even in this case to pay two cents per 
thousand ems more than the English papers 
do and pay the ¢ompositors by the line for 
setting advertisements, which would bring 
them twice as much as they formerly got for 
The men at work have deter- 
mined to form a new union and accept our 
liberal terms. I think the men intend to 
hold a meeting for organization tomorrow. 
No definite step has been taken yet.”’ 

M. Lacher, a member of Typographical 
Union No. 16 (English) and also of che Ger- 
man union, said last night: 

‘German-American Typographical Union 
No. 9 demanded a continuation of the pres- 
ent scale, which wasto expire May 1, upto 
(Nov. 15, 992, because the agreement 
with the Staais-Zeifung ternmiinates at that 
time. This the Publishers’ Assoviation refused 
tu accede to, as the Staats-Zeitung manage- 
ment declined to join their association on ac- 
count of the latter’s attitudeiin a late trouble. 
The proposition of the Publishers’ Associa- 
tion of an apparent increase of two cents per 
1,000 ems above the scale of the English news- 
paper union was rejected because it really 
involves a reduction of 744 cents, owing 
to the difference in | the size _ be- 
tween the English and German characters. 
To fill the space of 1,000 ems the Germam com 
positor has to make from 380 to 400 motions 
more than his English colleague. Besides, 
the standard of type used on German dailies 
is generally long primér, while that on En- 
glish newspapers is three degrees smaller, 
namely, minion, which is another disadvantage 
to the German ‘comps.’ All the German 
dailies are minus the ‘fat’ takes, such as 
stock reports and weather tables. The aver- 
age earning of a German compositor for 
eight hours’ work on an evening paper is 
$13.50, and on morning papers about $15, 
while that of his English confrére is $18 and 
$21 respectively. 

‘To this reduction the German union printe 
Tefused to submit in view of the increased 


cost of living and rent on account of the’ 


‘World’s Fair. The threat of the Publishers’ 
Association, through their mouth-piece, Mr. 
Glogauer of the Abenipost, to the effect that 
they are feeding their recruits at $2.50 a day, 
and that they have joaded their ‘cannons,’ 
prompted the German i wunion printers 
to show the Phblishers’ Asscciation 
that we also understand how to handle the 
hose to ‘dampen’ the muzzle of the can- 
nons. We have funds to hold out indefinitely. 
They can’t get upea new union, because they 
can’t get enough mento hold together. The 
competent men are in our union, and those 
who would enter a new union, from their very 
unreliability, would defeat the end in view.”’ 


BAKERS WILL WORK MAY DAY, 


They Decide to Keturn ta Their Ovens 
After the Paraile. 

Three hundred bakers attended the special 
mass-meeting called by the German bakers at 
No. 54 West Lake street yesterday afternoon. 
The meeting was called to reconsider the ac- 
tion taken by the bakers a week ago, when it 
was decided the men should not work May 1, 
but should obsérve the day as in international 
holiday. 

After two hours of discussidn it was agreed 
that in so far as the bakers will not work on 
Saturday, and Sunday being May 1, it would 
be unjust to cotrpel the union shops to lose 
trade, as their customers would be forced to 
purchase their bupply from non-union bakers. 
The men therefore decided to participate in 
the eight-hour demonstration in a body and 
then return to work. 

No action was taken at yesterday’s meeting 
as to the threatened strike, In speaking of 
the situation Henry Weil, President of the 
German Bakers’ Union, said: 

‘*t We do not desire a strike, and if possible 
will try ana coine to an aniicable settlement. 
Our demands dre not excessive. All we want 
is to have ten hours constitute a day’s labor, 
the ebservance of legal holidays, and the adop- 
ton of the union label oa all union goods. 
The smaller bakershops in which, for the most 
part, non-union men are employed are in sad. 
need of reform. The action of Ture Trisune 
in exposing some of the shops is highly com- 
mendable, and I only hope that the work’ will 
go on until every baker iscompelled to provide 
a cleanly and healthful place for employés.”’ 


MEETING OF BLOCK COAL MINERS. 
They Agree with the Bosses and Re-estab- 
lish Last VYear’s Schedule. 

Brazir, Ind., April 23.—[Special.]—The 
block coal miners of this district met en 
masse at Clinger’s Hall at 10 o’clock this 
morning ahd selected a committee Of six 
to meet the operators’ committee, which con- 
sisted of Messrs. John Smith, T. Alley, James 
McClellana, Col. Zimmerman, M. A. John- 
son, and W. W. Risher.

Seventy-five boss horseshoers of the city 
and vicinity met.at McCoy’s Hotel last night 
to form fhe Boss Horseshoers’ Benevolent 
Association.

An attempt was made 
toenforve the regulations by health officers, 
but the Law Department decided that they 
had not the power, and the provisions became 
a dead letter. The design now is to have them 
revived and made efficient. 


The Milwaukee-Lake Shore Strike Off, 

Mitwaukeg, Wis., April 23.—/Special.]— 
The threatened strike of the Milwaukee, Lake 
Shore and Western trainmen has been averted 
by acompromise agreement signed this after- 
noon, General Manager Whitcomb refuses 
to make public the agreement except that the 
so-called chain gang system of first in, first 
out was not abolished as asked by the men in 
their original demand.

WILLIAM WAYMAN HAS PASSED AWAY. 


One of Chicsgo’s Pioneer Citizens Dies at 
the Age of 74 Years. 

William Wayman, one of Chicago’s pioneers, 
died yesterday morning at his residence, No. 
445 Racine avenue, aged 74 years. The fu- 
neral services will be held at the residence to- 
morrow afternoon at 2 o’clock. 

Mr. Wayman was born at Haddenham, 
Cambridge, England, June 17, 1817, and came 
to Chicago in 1837. Here he learned the wagon 
trade and in 1844 opened an establishment on 
Randolph street, between Wells and Franklin 
streets. The following year he was married 
to Jane Outhet, who survives him. 

Mr. Wayman’was a member of the old vol- 
unteer fire department, and was elected to the 
City. Council from» the Sixth Ward m 184. 
Subsequently he served as a member of the 
Board of Supervisors and later as Assessor of 
the West Town. In pursuance of an act of 
the State Legislaturt creating a Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners for Chicago, passed in 
1861, Mr. Wayman was appointed by Gov. 
Yates as member on that commissior for the 
West Division. This position he occupied un- 
til 1864, when he was appointed Deputy 
Sheriff. In 1865 he was a member of the 
Committee of One Bundred which escorted 
the remains of Abraham Lincoln from Chica- 
go to Springfield. In 1872 he was elected:to 
the Legislature on the Republican ticket. In 
1877 he retired from active business.

They call them criminals and so forth, but 
I’}l venture that among us you will find some 
of the best men in the State cf Wyoming. 
We were on the ground before Statehood 
was conferred upon the Territory. Some 
have been here since 1857, and I'll venture 
that that band of men guarded by Company 
C has done more to build the State up and 
make it what it 1s than any similar number of 
men within its confines. And what do we get 
for it? Get robbed right and left. We have 
made up our minds that rustlers must quit*the 
country, that our cattle must at least be rea- 
sonably safe, and the sooner the people under- 
stand it the better it will be for all concerned. 
I know that it is said we are warmng on the 
small settlers, but it is not a fact. Their 
fterests are ours, and they are equally inter- 
ested in seeing this business stopped. I’m 
afraid the end is not yet in sight.”’ 

While encamped last night Maj. Wolcott 
told a story to illustrate the boldness with 
which their herds have been robbed: 

**A young feliow living in Glen Rock,” said 
he, “twas playing poker not many mouths 
ago. Luck was against him, and after an alli- 
night sitting he went broke. He left the sa- 
loon, rode out about twenty miles, killed a 
beef steer, and, hauling the carcass into town, 
sold it for $20. Then he blew the money in 
against the game and went broke again, and 
repeated the same operation. He was indict- 
ed, buf was he convicted? Not by a good 
You can convict a horse-thief, but a 
cattle-thief never,”’ 

The Charges to Be Made. 

Deputy Sheriff Herman Rohles, who has 
ridden with the troops guarding the cattlemen 
since they started south, is still with the pris- 
oners. He is Sheriff Angus’ right-hand man, 
and the Johnson County Sheriff could get no 
better representative. What action he will 


take remains a mystery. He says he is wait-—

If every man in the party is charged with 
murder, it is a little difficult to see where wit- 
nesses willcome from.

A perplexing ques- 
tion about their release on ‘bail presents itself. 
The stockmen themselves will find no diffi- 
culty in furnishing bail, but no one will want 
to go bail for the twenty Texans who were 
hired for the trip, If released on bail they 
will lose no time in 
the jurisdiction of the Wyoming courts. To 
discriminate between them and the men who 
hired them will create an unfavorkble im- 
pression. towards the stockmen. Mr. E. U. 
Snyder of Buffalo reached here today as the 
representative of the Johnson County people 
to secure counsel to aid in the prosecution of 
the stockmen. He will also go on to Wash- 
ington to present the facts of the situation to 
President Harrison. Mr. Snyder has been a 
resident of Johnson County since 1876, been 


Sheriff of the county, served in the Legis 


lature, and is regarded as one of the best mine 
in the county. Today he said: ; 


“The people of Johnson County want the 


invading stockmen punished according to 
law. They also want thorough investigation 
of the invasion and of the cattle business ia 
the county.

EIGHT-YEAR SENTENCE.

Auditor James C. Lavelle is locked up in the 


Daviess County jail awaiting sentence to the 
penitentiary. The jury was out twenty-five 
hours and the verdict was for guilty, affixing 
the penalty at eight years.. When the verdict 
was read Lavelle cried like a child, When he 
was being locked up in jail ‘this evening. he 


Gazette. His hatred for this paper dates back 
to the time when the Gazette demanded that 
Lavelle’s books be examined.

The fire created the profonndest sensation, 
and the guilt was at once ng on Auditor La- 


velle, but the officers congjuded to wait for

A LITTLE LAND BRINGS BIG MONEY. 


A Piece of Property 16x100 Feet Soild for 
$200,000, 


The obstacle in the shape of a title to alittle 
plot of ground 16x100 feet, which has stood iu 
the way of completing a sixteen-story struct- 
ure on the block bounded by Dearborn, Jack- 
son, and Van Buren streets and Custoin- 
House place, has been removed, but it re- 
quired a $200,000 lever to remove if. 

Five years ago the Brooks estate purchased 
the north half of the block. Two years later 
it purchased the south half, with the exception 
of the little corner of Van Buren and Dear- 
born streets. Kor this portion of the south half, 
which has a frontage of fifty feet on Van Buren 
street and twenty-five feet on Dearborn street, 
$20,000, or about $33 a square foot was 
paid. The little corner was at that time 
offered for $75,000 but .the purchasers of the 
remainder of the block said the price was too 
high, aud that they would build around it 


‘rather than be Seroed to pay an exorbitant 


price. They waited a few months and found 
that the price of the little corner had risen to 
$125,000. Their determingtion to build around 
it was again asserted aoe they constructed on 
the north half of the block the Monadnock 
and Kearsarge buildings. Work was started 
recently at clearing up the unoccupied  por- 
tuon of the south haif of the block preparatory 
to beginning the Katahdin, which is to be in 
uniform styie with the building just completed. 
The necessity of having the little 
corner . became more and nore 
apparent, and the extent to which 
the whole structure would be marred if a cor- 
ner should be cut ont in that way led to an 

opening: of negotiations once more. These 
have resulted in the purchuse of the 1,600 
square feet of land for $200,000, which is an 
advance of 266 per cent over the price it couid 
have been had for five years ago. Only the 
preliminary details of the purchase have been 
completed, but it has gone far enough to leave 
little chance of its failing. 

The price is at the rate of $125 asquare foot. 
This is of course a value far in excess of the 
value of surrounding property. It is at the 
rate of $12,500 a front foot for the Van Buren 


street frontage.

KILLED AT POLE STREET ,CROSSING., 


William McGuire Crushed Under Heavy 
7 Wheels ~—Timothy Sheehan's Death. 
William MeGuire, a teamster employed. by 
P. H. Howard, was ‘instantly killed at the 
Polk street crossing of the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Soutthern tracks at 4 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon. There had been a blockade 
of teams for some time, and when the gate- 
keeper, Patrick McMann, raised the gates to 
allow the teams to cross the tracks there 
was a general scramble. Nearly all of 
the teams going east had passed over 
when McGuire with a big truck wagon loaded 
with sugar drove on the tracks, Just at that 
moment a Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
switch engine, in charge of Engineer 5S. F. 
Lux, backed rapidly down from the north. 
McGuire saw his danger and whipped up bis 
team to get out of tne way. The engine 
struck the team and the shock threw McGuire 
from his seat. He was thrown in front of 
the wheels of his wagon, which 
pushed ahead of the engine 
several rods, and passed over 
his body, killing him instantly. 
One of the horses was also killed outright and 
the other badly crippled. Eye-witnesses of 
the accident say that the gates were up and 
that no warning bell was rung. Gatekeeper 
McMann said he was unable to close the 
gates on account of the rush of teans. 
After thirty years of faithful service with 
the Rock Island railroad coujpany, Timothy 
Sheehan, a fireman, met instant death yester- 
day while in the discharge of his duties. His 
engine left the track at Fifth avenue and 
Twelfth street and the tender broke away 
from the couplings. Sheehan climbed down 
to clean out the fire-box when a freight train 
backed against the tender, pushing it over the 
fireman’s chest. The remains were taken to 
the county morgue. Sheehan was a widower 
and lived with his children on) School street, 
near Forty-ninth. He was 50 years of age.

“A few days before she went away,”’ said 
Dr. Baker last night, *‘she received a draft 
for $70 from Sweden, where her people 
live, I had it cashed and gave her the mnoney. 
She had been in this country about two years, 
but spoke English well and was intelligert. 
No one came to see her while she was here, 
pnd she seldom left the house.

The sisters in charge of the hospital were, of 
course, greatly alarmed upon learning this. 
They have no ward for contagious 
diseases, nor is there a hospital in 
the city for such cases. Mercy Hos- 
pital is crowded with patients, many of 
whom are children. Td turn the unfortunate 
man out of doors was to let him die in the 
street, and to keep him was to endanger 
the lives of the many patients. 
The matter was reported to Lieut. Healy of 
the Cottage Grove Avenue Station last night 
to see if he could not aid the hospital manage- 
ment. He sent an officer to the County Hos- 
pital, but they refused to receive the patient. 
They said they iad no place for him. Health 
Commissioner Ware will be asked to take 
charge of the case this morning. ° 


The case shows in some respects a peculiar’ 


story. Aibert Miller, the patient suffering 
from diphtheria,;was taken ill at his board- 
ing house, No. '/2554| Prairie avenue, three 
weeks age. At the sane house were two med- 
ical students, Silliman and Jopse by name. 
They took the case in charge and treated 
Miller for pneumonia; for several days, 
when his condition. became serious, and they 
called upon Dr. Webster, a professor in the 
medical college. Miiler at once began to im- 
prove, and three days ago Dr. Webster fro- 
nounced him outiof danger and left him to 
the care of students, who in the meantime 
had graduated. 

According to their story they wanted to 
leave the city and as this would leave Miller 
with no one to care for him they carried him 
over to the Mercy. Hospital at 10 o’clock Fri- 
day night on astretcher. One of the young 
graduates was seen at the boarding-house on 
Prairie avenue last night. He refused to 
give his name and was loath to 

alk about the case. He said 
the syinptoms of diphtheria must have de- 
veloped after the patient was admitted to the 
hospital. He did not think 10 0’clock at night 
rere strange hour to take a man tothe hos- 
pital. 

‘* We were going to take him out to the 
County Hospital,’ he continued, ‘*‘ but they 
refused to admit him. So we just picked 
him up and carried him over to Mercy Hos- 
pital. He has fnends here, but they are 
workihg meri and could not afford to care for 
him. He came from Birminghani, Eng., sev- 
eral months ago, and is 22 years old. 

Dr. Webster said he had not seen Miller 
since Thursday. At that time he had some 
fever, but showed no signs of 
diphtheria, Drs. Jopse and Silliman had told 
him they were gaing to. leave the city, and he 
advised that the patient be removed to some 
hospital before they left. 

The ‘sisters at the-Mercy Hospital were 
greatly distressed. 

** It is a most unfortunate affair,’’ said one 
of them last evening, ‘*‘for all our private 
rooms are occupied by patients who cannot 
be moved. We are crowded for room. Then 
we have a large number of children here, and 
if it becomes known that we have 
a'case of diphtheria here it will 
distress their friends. [f we had any 
place where we could care for the 
poor man without endangering the other pa- 
tients we would giadly doit. As itis we will 
take every precaution to keep the other pa- 
tients from being exposed. We have called 
upon the police to see if Mr. Miller could not 
be remeoyed to the County Hospital, but it 
seems tirey won’t receive him there.’’ 

Continuing, she spoke of the great need ofa 


_contagious diseases hospital in Chicago. This 


was not the first time the want of such a 
place had been felt. It seemed almost a 
ertme to turn the unfortunate man out when 
there was no place for him to go, but it 
seamed much worse to let him remain and 
endanger the lives of the men, women, and 
children in the hospital. 

At the meeting of the County Board several 
weeks ago the construction of a contagious 
diseases ward at) the County Hospital was 
authorized, but so far nothing has been done 
except of a preliminary chdracter.

MR. BRYAN SPEAKS OF HIS TRIP.

What Foreigners Think of the World's Fair 
~—Interest Taken Abroad. 

Thomas B. Bryan, Commissioner-at-large, 
who has just returned home after a five- 
months’ trip throughout Southern Europe in 
the interests of the Fair, makes some interest- 
ing comparisons between the recent Paris Ex- 
position and the World’s Fair. 

“The French answer cur claim to having so 
large an area, more than three times their 
own, their Exposition grounds comprising 173 
acres,’’ said Commissioner Bryan yesterday, 
“by saying that our large domain is an ele- 
ment of weakness; tliat it was so at the Cen- 
tennial because of the want of compactness 
and- difficult of reaching the build- 

_ ings scatte over so large an anea. 
- Our improved facilities of transportation 
within the grounds; and our own covered 
ways of communication, to avoid excessive 
heat, is the answer to this objection. They 
claim aiso as a disadvantageous feature in our 
Exposition the great disparity in price of ad- 
Imission between fifty cents in our case, as 
com with thirteen centsin theirs, their 
tickets nad ‘as costing twenty cents hav- 
ing been sold regularly at thirteen cents, and 
sometimes for less because of the thirty mill- 
jons of tickets thrown upon the market in 
connection with the lottery scheme, having 
exceeded the demand and caused a reduction 
in their market price. 

“The accessibility of their Exposition is 
andther advantage upon which they dwell, 
- vast numbers bemg transported on boats ata 
cost oftwo cents a passage, besides other 

means of transportation. 

ae great purpose of the mission abroad 

is te arouse and intensify the curiosity in- 
spired by the account of Chicago’s tremendous 
growth, so as to induce not oniy a vast influx 
of visitors, but also to secure exhibits of un- 
precedented eXtent and of inestimable value.

It was ex- 
plained to the Chicago directors that if two 
reports went before the House, under parlia- 
mentary practice the vote would first come on 
the minority proposition, It would therefore 
be necessary for the friends of the appropria- 
tion to vote down any proposition for a loan 
or for whatever substitute was proposed, If 
they had strength enough to do this and then 
failed to pass the bill for an appropriation, 
the whole subject would be killed and the Fair 
would get nothing at all. But if the whole 
committee agrees on something in the nature 
of & loan there would be little trouble in voting 
down any substitute that may be offered with- 
out endangering the main proposition. This 
was explained to the Chicago men for the pur- 
pose of impressing wn them tne necessity of 
agreeing on something which: will commend 
itself to the judgment of the House and will 
be reasonably sure to command a majority. 
The directors are all agreed on the importance 
of going before the House with a strong case, 
but they believe that when it comes to face 
the question squarely Congress will not be so 
ready to ignore the partnersaip of the govern- 
ment in the Exposition as has been reported. 
Where a member is in favor of the appro- 
priation he is usually aggressively so. ere 
is little trouble with the Western members, 
but it is hard work to make an impression on

ties the justice and the necessity of action on a 
question so vital to the public welfare. 

The gold monometallists are united, active, and 
watchful, as recent events have shown. They 
have unlimited means at their command, they 
control the metropolitan press, they intimidate 
political leaders, dominate conventions, and dic- 
tate platforms and candidates. But the people 
will not be ensiaved nor will they submit forever 
to the robbery of an increasing gold standard. 

The Silver committee jn this crisis calls upon 
the people everywhere to come forward and send 
delegates to this convention. The call is extend- 
ed to all who earnestly favour the immediate res- 
toration of free bimetallic coinage in the United 
States, and each Congressional district is re- 
quested to send two delegates, and cach State 
and ‘Territory to send two additional dclegates-at- 
large.

Another silver measure made its appearance 
in the House today in the shape of a bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Storer of Ohio to provide for an 
international ratio between gold and silver 
and to suspend the purchase of silver bullion 
from and after July 1, 1893. It differs from 
previous propositions in the same line by in- 
structing the President to negotiate par- 
ticuiarly with the states of the Latin Union on 
this subject, and when a treaty is concluded 
with the Latin Union, with or without the con- 
currence ai other nations, the ratio agrecd 
upon 1s-to go into effect in the United States. 
It us provided that if no agfeement is reached 
by July 1, 1893, the operation of the present 
law relative to the purchase of silver bullion 
is to be suspended.

WILL REACH HIGH-WATER MARK SOON. 


Mississippi River Levees. 


The 24 hours ending yesterday morning wit- 
nessed a fall of 7.49 inches of rain. The work 
on the Mélpomene Canal was damaged 
$60,000, including 12,000 barrels of cement, and 
considerable work willhave to be replaced, 
The entire section of the city from Palmyra 
to the new oasin, and from Johnson street be- 
yond Hagan avenue was under! water, the 
draining machine not being able te cope with 
the volume im such a shorttime. Bridge- 
crossings and plank walks were carried away. 
The river felt the effect of the rain here and 
the rains and floods in adjacent streams and 
sections. It rose .6ofa foot in twenty-four 
hours. The engineers said it is likely that the 
highest water mark will be reached. The 
highest water was in 1891, when the gauge at 
Lake Providence read 41.1, and at New Or- 
leans 16.8. It was 15.5 at New Orleans yester- 
day. 
On the stretch of river from the Arkansas 
line to Vicksburg, over which the bighest 
water is expected the present) rise, the levee 
line now stands as follows: Total distance, 88 
miles, 5.7 miles stands under 1 foot ahove 
high-water mark; 11.1 miles stands betwe¢n 1 
and 2 feet above high water: 12\6 miles stands 
between. 2 and 3 feet above; 58.6 miles stands 
3 feet and over above. It can therefore be 
seen that the immediate fight njust be on the 
stretch of 5.7 miles, which is njade up of de- 
tached portions. In 1890 very little of the 
entire line was above high-water mark, so that 
really the levees are in better condition today. 
In that year fully two-thirds of the line had to 
be raised, some of it 3 feet. 


SAYS MAYWOOD’S ELECTION WAS A TIE. 


Ed 8. Bryan Contests the Vote by Which 
O. H. Benson Was Seated. 

Ed S. Bryan has filed in the County Court a 
statement tod contest the election of O. H. 
Benson to the office of President of the Vil- 
lage of Meywood, The statement avers that 
April 19, 1892, an election|was held in the Vil- 
lage of Maywood for a President of the vil- 
lage, three village trustees, one village clerk, 
and six directors of the public library.

April20 the’count 
was recanvassed and Bensun|whrs declared 
elected. Bryan now contests the election on 
the grounds that the oue vote whith defeated 
him was an illegal ballot, for the reason that 
it was torn intwoand did not contain the 
whole of the official ballot, amd that the voter 
neglected to make a cross opposite the name 
of Benson, and alsoto make a ¢ross in the 
eircle preceding’ the appellation under which 
the naine of Benson was printed, as required 
by law. For these reasons Bryan contends 
that the ballot should have been thrown out, 
thus making the election a tie.

be against the interest of the members. On 
the other hand, those who voted against the 
proposition were willing to inconvemence 
themselves and others in order to hinder the 
bucket-shops, 

Secretary Worthington said yesterday that 
he would not advance an opinion as to what 
the Board of Directors would do, now that 
they have been empowered to make arrange- 
ments to distribute the quotations. A few of 
the directors have expressed. themselves as 
against; making any contract of time with the 
Western Union, and the majority of the mem- 
bers believe that the directors will make ar- 
rangements for the quotations to be sent out 
by a plan controlled solely by the Board of 
Trade.

& suspicion that the government, on the as- 
sumption that these processions will some- 
where provoke disorder and bloodshed, in- 
tends to spring the general elections on the 
country just at that time, in order to have the 
benefit of this object lesson in Irish turbulence 
on the minds of the electorate. Americans 
will recognize the device as twin brother to 
the campaign trick we used to know as “‘firing 
the Northern heart.’’ Very possibly those 
who expect it to be played herecredit the Tory 
Unionist ananagers with more ingenuity and 
nerve than they deserve. But the suspicion is 
at least tangible enough to put on record 


here. 
Beaconsfield and Gladstone. 


It is universally noted that this year Prim- 
rose day was from a popular point of view a 
failure. On the first one, say seven years ago, 
everybody on the street seemed to be sporting 
the yellow boutonniére. Last Tuesday it was 
only here and there one met’a person thus 
decorated. The fact has evoked more 
than the usual press comment on 
Disraeli’s character and influence and the 
reasons for the apparent decay of the Beacons- 
fieid tradition, which a while ago was such a 
potent - factor in British politics 
and social. problems, No refie ction 
ealled forth by the anniversary 
is more curious than that based upon the 
spectacle of Gladstone still hard at work as. 
chief of the great fighting party eleven years 
after his most formidable rival was laid in the 
tomb. When Disraeli died the world took it 
for granted that his name and Gladstoné’s 
would go down in history inseparably con- 
nected, their careers beginning and ending 
about the same time, and their triumphs and 
defeats all telating to the same issues. But 
the amazing virility and vitality of the Liberal 
leader have carried him over into a 
new generation wrestling with . questions 
Disraeli hardly thought of and waging party 
fights on a field where the primrose has as 
little meaning as would the cornflower of the 
Hohenzollerns or the violets of the Bonapartes. 

Gladstone on Woman's Suffrage. 

People are less interested, éne finds, in the | 
arguments Gladstone uses against? Woman’s 
suffrage in his current painphiet than 
in. the query why on earth ihe 
should publish them at this  partic- 
ular time. It is decidedly not charac- 
teristic of him gratuitously to comnurit himself 
on vexed questions even when circumstances 
foree his hand. He is wont to wrap his utter- 
ances up in such confusing layers of carthade 
that almost every one can deduce from them 
whatever opinion pleases him best. There is 
no reason why he should have treated. the fe- 
male suffrage motion shurtly to come up in 
Parliament as important. 

_ So mach deference is now paid to the exi- 
gencies of his age that he could have staid 
away during the discussion without rousing 
hostile criticism in any quarter. But to the 
genera! surprise he has issued a pamphlet on 
the subject, and, more than that, has written 
it with entire clearness. The absence of his 
habitual ambiguity in it haS a certain value 
because he wrote it. But it offers no new or 
striking argurnents, and is indeed scarcely 
more modern than the familiar talk about 
woman’s sphere, which used to make poor 
Anna Dickinson so furious thirty years ago. 

- This is only another way of again pointing 
out the paradoxical quality of Gladstone’s re- 
markable mind which on certain sides is 
pushed forward to positions which John Ball 
regards as incredibly radical and revolution- 
ary, while on others covering theology, di- 
yorce, the position of woman. continental 
politics, and a host of other subjects he re- 
maine the antique and almost solitary Tory. 

Gloomy Outlook tor London Financiers,

I have a personal letter from Moscow 
dated the 15th which helps suggest this side. 
It is written by a man born in Russia, educat- 


ed, possessed of ample means, and familiar} 


with most sections of the Empire. I give an 
extract id his own self-taught English. 
Another View of the Kussian Famine. 

“Do you know whom your people feed 
with the four of the ships sent fram your 
country? You are in mistake when you think 
you feed the people. You feed the officials. 
Don’t believe in the stories that the famine 1s 
due to one bad and unhappy harvest. It is 
due to a bad management of more than ten 
years. The Moujik has to pay more than he 
can get from his soil, His cow, ox, horse, 
ete., are sold long ago by the officials for 
taxes for past years. Not too much of the 
fiour will reach hungry men. 

“ You are doing a good work. This is true 
But don’t forget you have undertaken the 
task of féeding the people, and officials espe- 
cialiy, for many years.” 

Minister Smith, who 1s now in London on 
his way home for good, assures me that the 
distribution of American relief supplies to 
those who really need them has been through- 
out safeguarded. Ido not understand. My 
Moscow correspondent, on whase veracity I 
place the strongest reliance, disputes this. 
His point, which is enforced by 
other information, is that officials 
follow close upon the heels, of this 
relief, and by pressing old arrears of taxation, 
profit by the help the Moujik has got from the 
outside and make his state as hopeless as ever 
again. | 

This whole Russian business presents in- 
deed the most perplexing and wearying prob- 
lem which civilization confronts, We con- 
jure up, for example, a picture of whole dis- 
tricts of the vast empire desolated by famine 
and pestilence and of the Czar and Ministers 
at St. Petersburg anxiously screwing down 
expenses and devoting every penny possible 
to be scraped from adepleted treasury to suc- 
cor these afflicted provinces, but. what are the 
facts? 

Government Storing Up Supplies. 

While the peasantry is dyimg of starvation 
grain is being stored in great quantities in 
fortresses within the second line of defense, 
and rolling stock, which ought to be bringing 
grain from Siberia, where there is plenty, is 
employed in transporting troops and ammuni- 
tion of war to the western frontier. Why, 
only yesterday, here in London there was held 
a general meeting of shareholders in the Inm- 
perial Tobacco Corporation of Persia con- 
vened to consider the fact that the 
Russian Government had _ . offered 
Shah a loan of $2,500,000 to 
settle its claim for coimpensation. 
The offer is for cash down and the Russian 
Minister at Teheran is pressing for an imme- 
diate acceptance. The question is of enough 
international moment for the Times today to 
devote a leader to it, pointing . out the serious 
menace to British interests in Russia’s secur- 
ing such a hola upon Persian affairs. But 
Americans may well look at the broader 
phase of the subject and ask themselves why, 
if Russia has a million dollars in hand to ex- 
pend on a doubtful venture for no other pur- 
pose than to .hamper English diplomacy in 
Asia, it is not feeding its starving subjects av 
home instead of leaving them to transatlantic 
and English charity. It seems to me a legiti- 
mate question. 

The Approach of May Day. 

Europe finds itself within a week’of May 
day with less than the usual amount of fore- 
bodings as to the outcome. This might be 
translated to mean that no trouble is feared 
in either England or Germgny, so true is it 
that the present weight of civilization is Ger- 
manic. The fact that the French Ministry 
is making hysterical arrests right and left, and 
that elaborate preparations are made to cope 
with disorder in Italy and Spain, comes to us 
as a subsidiary matter... * el BS few 

The Latin races are given’ to behav 
way; that is all one feels. Their behavior in 
no wise alters the center of gravity. In the 
old days, when the Reds looked to Bér.in as 
the focus of their organization, Socialisin was 
a very different affair. When a changed 
régime of intelligent discrimination separated 
the few malicious Anarchists from the great 
body of well-meaning German Socialists the 
whole situation was altered. 

There may or may not be trouble next Sun- 
day in France. The fact of the communal 
municipal elections throughout the whole Re- 
public, excepting Paris, to some extent com- 
plicates the outlook, but even if there are dis- 
order and bloodshed there or south of the 
Alps and the Pyrenees it will be an isvlated 
disturbance which will not frighten the gov- 
erning forces of the new Europe. 

War Matterings From the Balkans. 

There is more than the usual amount of 
muttering going oa in the Balkans just now, 
and for one ortwo days during the week it 
looked as if the ever-pending Bulgarian ques- 
tion was at last going to flame up into violent 
conflagration. It isstill impossible to be sure 
that the moment for which Europe has been 
waiting so long may not turn out to be at 
hand. Today’s weekly papers; are dis- 
posed to take rather an alarmist view of 
the situation. In its essence the -position is 
that Bulgaria is tired of ceaseless plots against 
the lives of its leaders arid against the liber- 
ties of its people, openly hatched \over the 
Turkish and Serviah frontiers by Russians and 
renegade Bulgarians in Kussian pay, and has 
sharply told Turkey so, ¢oupling the admoni- 
tion with demands for guarantees that che 
abuse beabated. Of course this would amount 
to nothing at all if only Turkey were involved. 
The Sublime Porte is expressly organized to 
squat on his haunches afd let people demand 

But Russia is 
also concernéd and complications are such 
that little Bulgaria, if resolute, can force the 
big bear’s hand. Whether matters will pro- 
ceed to that length is precisely what no oné 
is certain about.

HOPES AND PURPOSES OF GERMAN 
SOCIAL DEMOCRATS.

Interview with Their Leader, Herr Paul 
Singer—He Is a Practical, Modern Gen- 
tleman—The Bourgeoisie, He Says, Con- 
trols the Army and Police—Social Dem. 
ocrats Will Be Guided by Circumstances 
~—Kaiser William Hard at Work—The 
Czar Will Visit Potsdam.

Bertin, April 23.—There is a great deal of 
human naturein Paul Singer, whom I have 
just interviewed. He is not a flaming, flaring 
Social Democrat; quite the reverse. He isa 
philosopher. Singer would make a poor 
martyr. He would resent being asked to give 
up his life for the cause He would not re- 
joice if he were asked to sacrifice liberty. 
Had he come into the world twenty years 
earlier, you might have found him now hold- 
ing as prominent a place in the ranks of the 
bourgeoisie as that he now  occtipies 
in the great army of Socialists 
in Germany, a fact which suggests both 
shrewdness and skepticism. IJt/is not hard to 
read the part. He has been a properous man. 
He has enjoyed life and has not allowea so- 
cialistic events to stand too tmuch in the way 
of his taste for sociability. Most of us would 
find it much easier to get on with a practical 
gentleman like Singer than with enthusiasts 
of Bebel’s stamp. They tell me he is rich. I 
asked a man who knows him why, being rich, 
he had joined the Socialists. He answered 
that it is the only safe party for a man of 
means to belong to nowdays. ; 

Herr Singer struck me as a sensible, prac- 
tical, uncommonly modern gentleman. To- 
gether with Bebei and Liebnecht he stands at 
the head of the German Socialists. Until his 
temporary expulsion from Berlin in 1886 he 
was a partner ina large manufacturing firm. 
He has now given'up business, and devoted 
himself to pclitical and municipai duties. His 
apartments are on the ground floor of a house 
in' the Lindenstrasse. They are furnished s:m- 
ply but comfortably. The study is a small 
gloomy room looking on to a courtyard. It is 
well supplied with books. Hiscigars are ex- 
cellent, 

Projects of the Social Democrats, 

When we had exchanged courtesies I said to 
him: “I have called in the hope that you will 
clear up one or two points which your friend 
Bebe! left obseure in his talks with me. Sup- 
pose for sake of argument that Social Demo- 
crats had a majority in the German Parlia- 
ment, or in the country, what would they do 
with it?” 

“IT ean quite understand,” said Singer, 
** that practical people like Americans should 
put that question, but I can also understand 
why Bebel did not answer it. No doubt he 
knew that it was not possible to give a precise 
reply. The future depefids on circumstances. 
We cannot give a pledye for posterity. In 
twenty years people willcare very little for 
opinions or plans which I might unfold to 
you today. They will have their own 
views. But as-a\ matter of -fact I do 
not believe that there is any likelihood 
of our ever obtaining a parliamentary ma- 
jority. The bourgeoisie, of which the existing 
system of government is virtually the expres- 
sion, would not allow it. So soon as the 
bourgeoisie found that we had become a men- 
ace to their power in Parliament they would 
try to checkmate us. I anticipate that one of 
the first things they would do would be to 
restrict suffrage in some way or other. Not 
of course bluntly and plainly. They would 
get rid of universal suffrage. I donot mean 
that. they would. venture to abolish it off- 

That -would be impossible, but they 


«wt tha Seen? hedgeé-the ‘right ‘of ‘voting with limita- 


tions and conditions so that the electoral power 
of workmen would be, if not. destroyed, at 
least much lessened. The bourgeoisie is quite 
alive’ to the importance of the Socialists’ 
movement. They know that the struggle be- 
tween themselves and the masses is a matter 
of life and death. They will use every means 
to avoid destruction. It would be idle to de- 
cry the probability that, havitig the material 
‘power in their hands and the army and police 
at their orders, they may make a hard fight 
for existence. Their mission in the world has 
been accomplished. | A hundred years have 
gone by since the French revolution made 
them masters. In their turn they will have to 
give way to new masters froin the democracy. 
That they will try to save themselves, that 
they will endeavor to get rid of universal suf- 
frage 1s, 1 repeat, more than probable. 

The Bourgeoisie Controls Army and Police. 

“Even if we had an electoral majority in the 
country that would not necessarily imply that 
we should be able to bring about the changes 

t which we aim. We cannot get over the 
Lect that the bourgeoisie might still control 
the army and police. We trust most to the 
natural development of the economical situa- 
tion which, by the gradual concentration of 
wealth and industrial machinery in the hands 
of a few, is steadily alienating and impover- 
ishing many. 

* The modern tendency of things is, as you 
know, to suppress small industries and to re- 
place them by large industries, and to bind 
together these larger industries in rings and 
trusts. In the course of time trade will be 
coiwnpletely vested in asmall number of huge 
syndicates, so that the people will be practi- 
cally edged out. Then we shall see the re- 
action. 

“Another point should be remembered. The 
present military system is a two edged 
weapon. It forces allkinds of men into the 
‘ranks, Socialists and non-Sociaiists. The 
spread of Social democracy among the 
troups thus becomes intelligible. 
It may easily come to pass »some 
day that when the bourgeoisie 
calls upon its Own creature, the army, for de 
fense, it may get no response. As a French- 
man observed, *‘ You can do many things with 
bayondts, but you cannot rest on them—on ne 
peut pas sAsseoir sur des bayonets.’ 

“The condition of the German working class- 
esis pitiable. Indeed, it has never been more 
so. How pitiable it is you‘may perhaps guess 
when I tell you .that in Saxony, which 1s a 
great manufacturing state, statistics show that 
70 per cent of the workingmen earn less than 
600 marks per annum—barely $150. Taking 
one, branch of | trade with another 
you may set down the average 
weekly wages of the German work- 
Ingman at something less than 150 marks, or 
$3.50. This is not enough for him to live on, 
however modestly. He is consequently obliged 
to make his wife and children work to eke out 
an existence. 

“It isonly fair to add, however, that we have 
been passing through an unprecedented in- 
dustrial crisis in |\Germany. Five years ago 
the cost of living was not so high, at all events 
in Berlin, as # has since bécoine. The work- 
ingman may at that time also have earned a 
trifle more than at present.” 

Will Be Guided by Circumstances. 

** Having given you my views on the proba- 
bility of our securing a majority, I will try to 
answer your question, ‘What would we do if 
we had the majority?”

Brrxin, April 23.—The Easter holidays made 
little difference to the Emperor, He worked 
during all the holiday season from early in the 
morning until late at night, gave the usual 
audiences to the Ministers and took only a 
short ride during the afternoon, The ap- 
proaches to the Castle were every day sur- 
rounded by holiday-makers from the prov- 
inces, eager to get a view of the Emperor. 
On Thursday morning, accom panied by his 
aide de camp, Maj. von Moltke, who since the 
death of Field Marshal Count von Moltke has 
been favored by the Emperor, his Majesty 
went to Eiseuach whére he was a guest of his 
uncle, the Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar. ‘The 
party enjoyed good shooting at the Grand 
Duke’s estates. Upon the receipt of the news 
of the death of the Duchess of Mecklenburg 
the Emperor immediately canceled his ar- 
rangements for the shooting and announced 
his intention to attend the funeral. 

The Empress, wno is in a delicate condition, 
moved from Berlin to her favorite residence 
at Potsdam Friday. Her six children accom- 
panied her. The absence of a guardian at the 
Berlin Schloss necessitates the children being 
daily driven to the Chateau Belleyue, a part of 
the Thiergarden, during their residence in 
Berlin. This. explains the preference of the 
Empress and her family for Potsdam, where 
the grounds around the palace are extensive. 

The Empress is at present very solicitous 
about the health of the Czarina. Unfavorable 
reports concerning her haye been received at 
the Berlin’ court. The Czarina expects her 
accouchement in June. She is much affected 
by the condition -of the Grand Duke George, 
her son, whose lung disease is becoming worse 
and who is now beliéved to be in a hopeless 
condition. The Czarina is -attending him. 
The condition of the Grand Duchess Olga, her 
daughter, whose spine was injured in the 
Borki disaster, shows signs of increasing grav- 
ity. * 

The Emperor has arranged to start on a 
month’s whaling trip on July 9. 

The Czar Will Visit Potsdam. 

A telegram received in Beriin today an- 
nounces that the Czar has finally consented to 
visit Potsdam, whete he will remain four 
days. The arrangements have not yet been 
announced, but from) private advices it is ex- 
pected that his visit will be semi-incognito. 
Political circles are agitated at the success of. 
Emperor William in inducing the Czar to visit 
Potsdam. ‘The visit will undoubtedly greatly | 
influence the relations between the two em- 
pires. It has already beén intimated to the 
German journals that &% would be advisable 
for them to cease their attacks upon Russia. 

Ijeut. Clarke of the Ninth United States 
Cavalry, who has beeniserving a year in the 
Eleventh Hussars at Dusseldorf, arrived 1u 
Ber.in on Monday. He was given an audi- 
ence by the Emperor on Wednesday, at which 
he nade his Majesty farewell prior to~ his re- 
turn to the United States. The Emperor 
treated him in a most friendly manner, as he 
always does Ameridans. . He inquired after 
Lieut, John Bigelow»ef the Tenth Cavalry, 
who. is an qld scleo | 
Clarke has thoroughly studied the work and 
training of the German eavalry, which he de- 
clares to be the best in the world. He “at- 
tributes the efficiency chiefly to the mar- 
velous system of breaking and training 
young persons which prevails here. The dis- 
cipline of the German army, he says, is far 
more strict than that of the American army, 


{ but he did not see the slightest cruelty on the 


part of the officers. Lieut. Clarke will sail 
for New Yerk next week. 
Berlin Trade Will Be Stimulated. 

The approaching visits of the members of 
royal families, with the consequent influx of 
society, promises to give considerable stimu- 
lus to the trade of Berlin. It is now finally 
settled that, besides the Czar, the King and 
Queen of Italy and the King and Queen of 
Sweden and the Queen Regent and young 
Queen of Holland will arrive here be- 
fore the middle of June. The Queen 
Regent of MHollanag and the Queen 
will sojourn in the Black Forest 
for a time before coming to Potsdam. The 
health of the young Queen is not very robust, 
and it-is thought that the air of the Black 
Forest will have a very beneficial effect upon 
her. Rumors have been circulated that the 
King and Queen of Italy will not come to Ber- 
lin owing to the political crisis in Italy. Tnese 
reports, however, are semi-officially denied. It 
is known here that the Emperor is anxious to 
have a conference with King Humbert, as he 
fears that the attacks upon the Italian military 
credits will force King Humbert to reduce 
Italy’s European military expenditures, and 
thus weaken the power of the Dreibund. The 
fact that the Italian Ministry has agreed that 
only expenditures for the military in the col- 
onies shall be reduced is Jargely due to the in- 
sistence of the German Ministry at Rome, 


j supported by the Austrian Minister. 


Agitation Against a Lottery Project. 

An agitation has been started against the 
project for a lottery to cover the expense of 
beautifying the approaches to the Schloss and 
to greatly alter ‘and improve the Unter-den- 
Linden. The opponents of the projects de- 
clare that lotteries are increasing to an alarm- 
ing extent, and that the growmg love thereof 
among the people will result in a pernicious 
influence upon the prosperity df the country. 
The Emperor is personally opposed to the 
lottery scheme, and would himself meet the 
expense, but the heavy drain on his own 
exchequer in order to pay for refurnishing a 
number of the guests’ rooms in the Schloss 
precludes him from doing so. ! 

Vineyards in Alsace-Lorraine. 

The vineyards in Alsace-Lorraine nearly 
suffered the fate of the vineyards in France. 
Frum mild weather the temperature suddenly 
dropped to seven degrees below zero. Enor- 
mous damage was done in the: vicinity of 
Strasburg, but the wine-growers in the Koll- 
mar district announce that great success fol- 
lows their burning of tar in tne vicinity of the 
vineyards. The fires caused the te:nperature 
to rise and the result was that all their vines 
and fruit-trees were saved. ! 

A double execution took place today at 
Goerlitz. The condemned men were two 
workmen, named Knoll and Heydrich, who 
murdered a widow named Louchert at Leo- 
poldshain in December last. They were exe- 
cuted by Reinadel, the headsman, who has now 
beheaded fifty persons. These’ exeeutions 
again caused serious discussion of the anach- 
ronism of inflicting death by beheading. 

Princess Mary Margaret of Prussia is an- 
nounced to be engaged to Prince William, 
hereditary Grand Duke of Luxemburg. 

The Emperor has donated .3,000 marks 
($750) to the society for the encouragement 
of outdoor games in Germany. At the same 
time he expressed his keen imterest in such 
healthy recreation. 

The German press has circulated a story 
that trichine had been discovered in Amer- 
ican pork at Stettin, and that Prof. Virchow 
had gone to investigate the matter. Prof. 
Virchow now publishes a card stating that the 
entire story is untrue.

VERTED VIA ST. PAUL, 


thichiliiidoe in Rates on Wool from Utah, 
Montana, and Other Western Territory 
Checkmates the “Soo” Line’s Peculiar 
Tactics—The Grand Trunk Now Reaps a 
Rich Harvest as a Reward for Its Lib- 
erality Towards the Western Roads— 
Other Railway News. 


_ The action of the Western Freight Associa- 
tion in reducing wool rates to meet the com- 
petition of the “Soo” line and Caradian Pa- 
cifie is proving a bonanza for the Grand 
Trunk. The latter, by its good judgment and 
liberality towards its Western connections, 
has taught a lesson to the other Chicago east- 
bound roads which they will do well to keep 
in mind hereafter when Chicago’s interests 
need protection. Instead of helping the Chi- 
cago Western lines to keep the “Soo” and 
Canadian Pacific in check and prevent then 
from diverting the Western business via Du- 
luth and. Mackinaw the Chicago east-bound 
roads did ail in their power to prevent the 
Grand Trunk from heiping the Western 
Freight Association lines. 

The Grand Trunk, however, stood firm as a 
rock and refused to be bulldozed, The result 
8 that it is getting an enormous amount. of 
traffic, while the other east-bound roads get 
scarcely anything. The Western roads stand 
pledged to issue through tariffs at the re- 
‘duced rates only via the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk railway, and uow that other east-bound 
roads declare their willingness to accept the 
same proportions as the Grand Trunk, they 
find themselves Jeft out in the cold, as with 
#ven rates the Western roads mean to give 
the Grand Trunk the preference. Even the 
business from St. Louis is shipped to Chicago 
and goes from here by the Grand Trunk. 

Chairman Midgley of the Western Freight 
Association issued tariffs yesterday making 
the rate on compressed wool from Mississippi 
River points to Boston via the Grand Trunk 
57 cents per 100 pounds and on sack wool an 
cents. - compressed wool comes fro 
‘Utah and Colorado points and the sack ual 
from Montana points. The reduction in the 
rate on sack wool strikes the “‘Soo”’ line and 
Canadian Pacific hard, as it will bring most of 
the business around by way of the Union Pa- 
cific to Chicago, instead of going via St. Paul.

Complaint Against Several of Marshall 
Field’s Clerks Who Formed the “West 
Kenilworth Land Association ” — Ac- 
cused of Misrepresentinge Land in Wil- 
mette, Thereby Inducing Brazil, Ind, 
Residents to Invest-—They Want Their 
Money Back Now—The Kecord. 


Three-or four young. men employed in Mar- 
shall Field’s retail store are accused of fraud 
in a bill filed in the Circuit Court yesterday by 
Silas D. Black, William. H. Zimmerman, 
George B. Ferguson, Katherine W. Klingen- 
spore, J. Frank Smith, William J. Snyder, 
Frank W. Sowar, Henry C. Wehrle, 
Hannah Shannon, Joseph S. C. Sowar, 
and Jonathan M. Fast, all 
of Brazil, Ind. They represent that John 
C. | Rome, ©. K.. W aterhouse, L. T. 
Woodcock, Richard Wagner, and John°W. 
Simpson, who are employés of Marshall 
Field, associated themselves under the name 
of the West Kenilworth Land Association. 
They purchased ten acres of land in Wilmette 
and fixed the price of shares per lot at $130. In 
March, 1891, Rome wrote a letter to hs 
friend Daniel Phillips in Brazil, in which, it is 
alleged, he  tepresented -that the land 
in question was only four and one 
half blocks from Kenilworth depot; that it 
would double in value in one year: that the 
land was high and dry, sixty feet above the 
level of the lake, and that it was upon a ridge. 
On the strength of these representations 
Phillips’ friends, the complainants, were in- 
duced to purchase most of the shares, and 
have already paid on them over $4,000. They 
also took into consideration that most of the 
defendants, who are officers of the syndicate, 
were employed in Marshall Field’s, where they 
advertised their office. Compleinants now 
claim that the land was not what it was rep- 
resented to be; that instead of being on a 
ridge it was in a swamp and covered with 
water; that in the place of an oblong square 
the property consisted of a strip 2,645 feet 
in length by) 165 feet in width, and that there 
were but ning lots in the entire tract that are 
dry and out of water. A mortgage for $4,500 
has since been placed on the property, and the 
charge is made that it was given without con- 
sideration, and the court is asked to set it 
aside. Complainants want their money back 
and ask for the fy eect mea of a receiver, 


It Was in the Dhfendants’ Favor. 

An unfortunate mistake was made in report- 
ing the case of Robert Wolfertz against Hauss- 
mann & Dunn, manufacturers of surgical and 
veterinary instruments, which appeared in the 
law column yesterday. It was stated that Judge 
Adams, before whom the case was being tried, 
had instructed the jury to find a verdict for the 


plaintiff. This was a misstatement and should 


have been in favor of the defendants. The facts 
are these: Wolfertz sued the defendants to recov- 
er , damages for injuries received while in 
their employ, e claimed that owing to a defec- 
tive machine he y the sight. of one eye. After 
the testimony on behalf of the plaintiff was in 
troduced thé ronda for the defendants moved 
to take the case from the jury. This was done, 
the court holding that the plaintiff had been 
guilty of negligence and ¢ould not recover. Con- 
sequently the jury was instructed to return a ver- 
dict for the defendants. The plaintiff, however, 
has entered a motion for a new trial, which wili 
come up in a few weeks.

Some weeks ago Senator Cullom gave up 
with reluctance the idea of appearing in the 
Presidential drama to be putun the boards at 
Minneapolis in the striking part of the ‘‘ Favor- 
ite Son of Illinois.””

The first manifestation of his intention to 
take that position and to exercise its powers 
was when he showed that he had sufficient 
control over the Federal patronage of the 
State to import a gentleman from Clay County 
(Egypt) and place him in charge of the Sub- 
treasurer’s office in Chicago. He has filled a 
great financial office in the second commer- 
cial city of the country with his first lieuten- 
ant in politics, who is recognized as merely 
an adroit manipulator of county conventions, 
hardly known to business-men in this city. 
Mr. Tanner, we believe, owns an admirable 
sawmill in Clay County and runs it to his own 
great satisfaction. It is said he acquired his 
ideas of political machinery while running 
that mill. He doés not come hero for the sole 
purpose of taking charge of the funds of the

Since many 
mosquitoes are humming around them, why 
should they growl if one be added to the num- 
ber? But if they have to have a political boss, 
they would prefer a despot whose tyranny 
they might dislike but whose statesmanship 
they could admire. There have been bosses 
in this and other States whose yoke has not al- 
ways been light—Conkling, Cameron, Logan, 
Morton, Carpenter—but those who hated their 
despotism respected their forceful ability. 
There may not be as much respect felt for a 
boss whose only garment is an Inter-State 
Commerce bill which has been punched full 
of holes. ; , 

There are no such bosses now as there were 
in the brave days of old. Platt ts a poor sub- 


stitute for Conkling, or Quay for Simon Cam- | 


eron. A man who goes into the boss business 
nowadays with the limited amount of capital 
possessed by those who have adopted that pro- 
fession ought to be careful not to attempt to 
carry things with too higha hand. He should 
seek to rule with love rather than with fear, or 
his subjects will revolt and dethrone him. 
‘This country is full of ex-bosses of high and 
low degree, and there are none so poor as to 
do them reverence. 

Illinoisans will be very patient and consider- 
ate with their new boss. They know thiat he is 
not trained to the business, and will make 
mistakes at first. But if he makes too many, 
and shows an inclination to be too bossy, he 
will have to go.

month, decided that they would try high 
license and see how that would work. In 
many towns, some of which had been license 
and some no-license, the old policy was ad- 
hered to.

“MAY ‘DAY IN EUROPE. 

The approach of May day brings gravé ap- 
prehensions to the European continent. On 
this date the annual workingmen’s proces- 
sions take piace.

It 
is rather the Socialists and Anarchists, 
who, under the cover of legitimate cel- 
ebrations, improve the .opportunity to 
incite riots, leadmg up to loss of 
and destruction of property.

All Europe is overcome by the fear of dyna- 
mite and other explosives. Today it is said 
that the police of Paris have the disloyal ele- 
ment under absolute surveiliance. Tomor- 
row the cables are crowded with dispatches 
announcing another explosion, the authors of 
which cannot be found. In Spain the An- 
archists are said to be controlled by a higher 
organization which designates the places and 
persons to be attacked. Not long ago Xeres 
Anarchists were tried by a military | tribunal 
and four of them garroted, yet only a, few 
weeks have passed when two conspirators, are 
caught in the act of trying to’ plece bombs 
in the government buildimgs at Madrid. 
In Germany the authorities seem to have these 
turbulent elements under better control and it 
is announced that no processions of any ‘kind 
will’ be permitted! on May day. There has 
been no serious trouble indeed in Germany 
since 'the “ Berlin riots,’’ when an army of the 
unemployed marched to the Emperor’s castle 
and kept police and soldiers on the alert for 
several days. The German, be he idler or 
workingman, is, as our special Berlin | corre- 
spondent calls him, both ideplistic and patient. 
He can, and now actually ddes, suffer calinly 
from the evils vaused by desperate poverty. 
Thousands of people in Austria and Hungary 
are repofted as starving to death, yet the only 

‘riot that has recently occurred in those coun- 
tries grew out of an attempt to celebrate the 
birthday of Comenius. The people suffer in si- 
lence. The peasants of Russia seem so thor- 
oughly cowed by the power of the Czar and by 
the terrible famine that an unwonted calm has 
settled upon that-unfortunate country. Italy, 
bankrupt as a nation and suffering as a people, 
promptly crushed all ‘incipient vidlence 
attempted by the downtrodden. In England, 
where more freedom of action is permitted,

 deputations of unemployed whieh have be- 


sieged the London County Council and other 
public bodies have been small in number and 
composed of those who say more than they do. 

It is the unexpected that happens. In the 
present case, however, the difficulty is to find 
among conflicting opinions what should be 
expected. It may be that the apprehensions 
of trouble will not be realized and that May 
day will pass without serious outbreaks, Fore- 
warned is forearmed, and the continental gov- 
ernments have had sufficient notice to be on 
the alert and ready to put down any demon- 
strations of a violent or dangerous character. 
And yet it is to be takes into account that 
desperate characters of the Ravachol stamp 
may provoke a collision that will end in seri- 
ous results. 


CAPITAL AND PHILANTHROPY. 

A statement is often heard to the effect that 
rich men do not use their money for the good 
of human kind. It is assuyned by Anarchist 
orators and writers, and by some who co not 
take such a radical designation, that the men 
who have accumulated wealth care nothing for 
the wants of individual sufferers or the social 
and educational needs of the community in 
which they live. This is asserted over and over 
again and with none the less confidence in 
spite of the fact that the newspapers contain 
numerous reports of benefactions by rich men 
in this country, and that the civilized portions 
of |the Old World are fairly bristling with 
charities maintained by the income from dona- 
tions made during the life of the giver or be- 
quests realized after his or her death. 

The reports of donations collated by Tuer 
Trisuns alone show that since the close of 
last year a total of $11,115,500 has been con- 
tributed by the rich for public uses in this 
country, This total includes $3,602,500 te col- 
leges and universities, $1,908,000 to churches, 
$922,000 to libraries, $1,873,000 to hospitals 
and si:nilar charities, $2,300,000 to museums 
and art galleries, and $510,000 to trade schools. 
Of the amount $6,226,000 was reported in 
January, $1,435,000 in February, $2,687,000 in 
March, and $767,000 in the first 23 days of this 
month. The total would be still larger if 
all that is given were reported. The list does 
not contain any of the great number of con- 
tributions of less than $10,000 for the purposes 
tabulated. 

If with this it be remembered that gifts to 
universities and other institutions of learning 
are inost numerous in June, being announced 
in connection with the annual commencement 
exercises, it will be evident that the rich peo- 
pleof the United States are parting volun- 
tarily with their money for the benefit of the 
poorer ones at the rate of $60,000,000 per year. 
That is no inconsiderable part of their total 
wealth, for it should not be forgotten that the 
sixty odd billions of real and personal prop- 
erty in the country is in large part owned by 
people each of whom is worth much less than 
$100,000. These give money while living or 
bequeath it in their wills, and doubtless 
the sum of their benevolences is a big 
one, but it is exterior to that above 
noted. It goes without saying that there 
is also a large amount of money given by the 
rich to individuals to aid them in their dis- 
tress, no account of which can be taken by 
the public press, inasmuch as that kind of 
charity is “‘ strictly private.”’ It is designedly 
kept so, since to have it known that he is that 
way disposed is to much increase the pressure 
from the impecunious classes that is -brought 
to bear upon every one who ia believed to be 
rich and suspected of being approachable by 
those claiming to, need assistance. That 
pressure is one of the penalties which riches 
bring in their train, and there can be no 
doubt that the average wealthy man would be 
much more ready to respond to it were it not 
for the many instagces in which he finds his 
good nature has been imposed upon in the 
past. 

The great trouble with the rich is that they 
do not relieve the deepest forms of poverty, 
except by accident as individuals or by dona- 
tion to some society which tries to intelligent- 
ly distribute their alms. Many of them feel 
this, and not a few are systematic givers where 
they think there is a reasonable chance of 
their money being properly applied. The 
worst cases of suffering by poverty are known 
only to those who are themselves so poor as to 
be unable to aid to any great extent, and the 
mites they give in such cases often involve 
more of self-denial than would a gift of thou- 
sands from arich man. But while duly recog- 
nizing this fact it is only fair to acknowledge 
that a considerable proportion of the wealthy 
ones are doing their full share, and doing it 
“the best they know how.” And it 
is one of the most encouraging signs 
of the times that as a class they 
are showing themselves to be more lib- 
erally disposed ‘than was the case a few years 
ago. There is more of a willingness to be 
generous and to give a part of their posses- 
sions for the benefit of the people in general. 
If this tendency exhibits itself largely in a de- 
sire to aid in dissemiijnatmg knowledge among 
the masses, raising the average of their intel- 
ligence and ability to appreciate the true and 
the good in nature as well as art, they are do- 
ing well. The act is all the more praisewor- 
thy as many of the donors are thus helping to 
secure to the poorer ones éducational advan- 
tages which were impossible to the givers in 
their youthful days. 4 
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PAYING WAGES IN SALOONS, 

A few days ago Tur Trisuwe published the 
results of investigations by a reporter in re 
gard to the practice of payingin saloons the 
wages of workers in the vicinity., It was as 
certained to be the rule with a certain class of 
small contractors for work on buildings in 
process of erection, though far from being 
confined to that class of labor. There are 
scores of saloons in Chieago, if nut several 
hundred of them; whose chief revenue is de- 
rived from this kind of patronage, including 
the other drinking which it involves. The ex- 
cuse is that the contractor has not an office 
convenient for the purpose of paying off his 
workers. The truth is that to a greater or less 
extent he “ stands in” with the saloonkeeper. 
In some cases he is- a silent partner, tak- 
ing in ea percentage on the amount realized 
by making his eniployés drunk, while in 
others he is a welcome guest at the bar, free 
of all expensed to himself for the liquor and 
cigars he wishes to consume during the week. 
In return for this favor he sees to it that! the 
keeper of the saloon collects what money is 
due him, and the latter is thus able to hold 
out tne inducement of “trust” for drinks. 
The worker runs up ascore. That is liquidat- 
ed out of his wages, including two or three 
drinks taken while waitmg for his pay. This 
imbibition is followed by treating all around, 
sometimes far into the night. The conse- 
quence is that many a poor fellow goes home 
late with only a small part of his weekly 
wage ia his pocket, and wants to spend some 
of that next day to “sober off.” 

That. means his home is the home of a 
drunkard, and too often of one who would not 
be a drunkard but for the vile practice of pay- 
ing ina saloon. ‘Ihe contractor who insists 
on paying him there is thus morally responsi- 
ble for the mischief and for all the evils that 
follow in its train. If it mean a wife and children 
half fed and insufficiently clothed, quarreling 
and the police court, or murder and the gailows, 
a fainily growing up in vice and crime through

A BOSTON TRIBUTE TO CHICAGO, 

Tue Trinung some weeks ago commented 
upon the farewell serrhon preached by the 
Rev. Brook¢é Herford of ton, in which he 
spoke of what the West had done for his own 
development and deprecated the ignorance of 
this section which obtains to such an extent in 
the Hub, owing to its provincial spirit, Mr. 
Edwin D. Mead has followed up the theme as 
set forth by Mr, Herford by a further discus- 
sion of it in the columns of his magazine, the 
New England, for May, 
‘lecturer and essayist handles the subject in a 
breezy and trenchant manner and makes a 
defense of Chicago which will commend it- 
self to all readers of that magazine, which, by 
the way, is devoting considerable space to this 
city in every 1ssue and will continue to do sa 
for more than a year to come. 

Mr. Mead treats his subject from the point 
Fair, and at the same 
time makes an effective and eloquent pro- 
test against Eastern provincialism and 
wnorarice. of Chicago, and controverts 
the prejudiced arguinent that this city 
has no other claim-to the Fair except from 
the materia! point of view, “‘living on the peli 
mell of private greeds, with no organized or 
considerable intellectual life and “no real or 
creative sympathy with the things that make 
for the ideal advance of nankind.” In answer 
to this he makes an exposition of what public 
spirit has done in Cnicago for art, libraries, 
education, culture, music, training schools, 
patriotié enterprises, etc., which does notmeed 
so be set forth for Chicagoans. We fancy, 
however, it will be read with some astonish- 
ment by Bostonians and that they will be sur- 
prised to learn Chicago has ‘‘a better public

UTILIZING NIAGARA FALLS, 
The people of Buffaio are not the only ones 


who willin the near future enjoy the great 


| advantage derivable from the vast quantity 


of water that now runs to waste over the Falis 
of Niagara. Last week the Ontario Farlia- 
ment passed alaw permittmg the incorpora- 
tion of a company with a capitalization of 
$3,000,000 and a privilege of bonding to the 
extent of. $5,000,000, the object of which is 
to utilize the water-power on the Canadian 
side of the river. It is stated the company 
has a much better prospect of profit than the 
one on. the southern side of the waterway, 
where sume $15,000,000 is being expended, 
The greater force of the current is. towards 
the Canadian shore and it will require but 
about 800 feet of tunnel ta utilize it, instead 
of the 8,000 feet constructed under the — 
shore in the United States. -

REVIEW Of THE CONCERT SEASON, 


— 


It Was the Most Important in the Musical 
History of Chic»go., 

The first season of the Chicago Orchestra 
ended with last night’s concert, twenty public 
rehearsals and twenty concerts hiaing been 
given since Oct. 16 of last. year. ‘1®.at it has 
been| a season the most important in the 
musical histery of Chicago is undeniable and 
that the work accomplished by Mr. Thomas 


. and his men has been in the highest degree 


admirable every unprejudiced mind must 
admit. That there have been shortcomings 
artistic as well as financial and that errors in 
judgment as regards certain important mat- 
ters, musical as well as managerial, have been 
discovered in the course of the season are 
facts equally incontrovertible. 

it would seem, however, that the unfavor- 
able ¢riticism—not to mention certain in- 
stances of obviously personal spite work— 
which Mr. Thomas and the managment 
have been subjected ta has’ been more 
abundant and more severe than the 
circumstances justified. Numerous omnis- 
cient advice-givers to the contrary, the 
organization of a symphony orchestra is, even 
under the most favorable circumstances, no 
slight task, and the endeayor to permanently 
establish such’ an organization in a city in 
which .musical culture (is as incomplete 
as it is at present in|) Chicago must of 
necessity, be at first largely experimental 
and tentative. Public taste and education, 
number of concerts given, composition of 
programs, price of! tickets, kind of soloists 
engaged—‘hese are but a few of the many 
factors which contribute to the success or fail- 
ure of such an undertaking. In an enterprise 
containing such varied and numerous ele- 
ments, and in which the policy pursued in 
one city will not, owing to the wide difference 
in the artistic development of the cities of 
this country, succeed in another, manager 
and director can discover their best course 
only by studying the resuits of certain experi- 
ments tried during the first years of their or- 
ganization’s existence in acity and profiting 
by that study. 

Shortcomings and mistakes are unavoidable 
during these first years, and certainly when 
they have not been more numerous and seri- 
ous than they have been this year in the case 
of the Chicago Orchestra, and when 
such splendid artistic results have 
been obtained, the} director and the 
management merit enrouragement and con- 
gratulation rather than censure and malicious 
misrepresentation. The tinancial failure of 
the concerts 1s a subject which it would seem 


concerns the fifty men who became guarantors 


and no cne else. So long as hey do not com- 
plain the public certainly has no reason to. 
It may be that the public is troubled concern- 
ing this matter, solely because it does not 
wish to see generous-spirited citizens lose 
money, but, if such be the reason, consolation 
should be sought in the fact that never in the 
history of orchestral music has a symphonic 
orchestra been organized which did not lose 
money, and a good amount of it, 
durmg the first years | of its  ex- 
istence. This the fifty guarantors doubt- 
less knew when they gave their names 
and money to the Orchestral Association, 
and the dcficit is probably no surprise to 


them and will cause them no annoyance or in- ° 


convenience. Each succeeding year will, it 
is confidently believed, find the deficit grow- 
ing less and less, until finally the orchestra 
will become self-supporting, as have those of 
other cities, 

The question relative to the concerts, which 
concerns the publi¢ and the music world of 
Chicago, is one of music rather than finances. 
The latter are cared 'for fr the aext two years, 
and ifthe former receive proper attention 
they will adjust themselves satisfactorily at 
the end of that time., The question of vital 
importance to the musical welfare of Chicago 
is: (What grade | of | music : 
the Chicago Orchestra play) to awaken 
In the , general public that sincere 
enthusiasm for good music whichis the very 
foundation of true musical culture in a com- 
munity? I¢ has been claimed the Chicago 
Orchestra was not organized for the purpose 
of becoming an educator of the public. If 
this be true—and it is scarcely believed it is— 
then here was made one of the most serious 
mistakes of'the entire season. The Chicago 
Orchestra car be the most potent educational 
factor in the musical life of the city and it 
must perfor¢e be such would! it maintain its 
Own existence, for only by the education of 
the public can those conditions be secured 
wherein the orchestra can |live and thrive. 
The educational feature of its work is there- 
fore not alone a duty; it is apositive necessity, 

in securing Mr. Thomas as) director of the 
orchestra, the Orchestral Association obtained 
the best man for the place that could be found 
in America today. With a skill and rapidity 
which no other conductor in the country could 
have shown, Mr. Thomas accomplished the 
immense task of evolving a thoroughly capa- 
bie symphony orchestra trom eighty-six play. 
ers, sixty-two of whom he bronght with him, 
but several of whom had never before played 
remaining 
twerty-four were local musicians, who were 
virtually entirely unskilled in playing im an 
orchestra and, especially, in one playing the 
class of music Mr. Thomas presents in his 
concerts, This great task he has accom- 
plished under conditions which includ- 
ed a great deal of  concert-work 
outside of Chicago—a work not only 
unfavorable to the satisfactory organizing of 
an orchestra,. but positively detrimental to 
its work. Itis cause for congratulation to 
learn that the management has decided to 
omit this traveling next season. In making 
its contract with Mr. Thomas it is stated that 
the Orchestral, Association engaged him to 
conduct a series of symphony concerts. This

] Mr. Thomas has done, and in a manner which 


from a purely artistic viewpoint commands 
the highest praise. The rains have been 
made in accordance with what experience, 
study, and a keen appreciation of all is 
noblest in music have taught Mr, Thomas 
symphony programs should be. The result 
has been a series of twenty concerts the pro- 
grams for which contained the rarest treasures 
found in music’s temple, and the complete 
list of the works performed is one of which 
any city and any organization might well be 
roud. 

, Despite these facts, however, the other fact 
is undeniable, that these programs have all— 
with the exception of the four “* Popular 

ones, and possibly a few others—been beyond 
the musical appreciation of the large mass of 
the concert-going public. The result has been 
discouragingly small audiences and the con- 
sequent failure of the music to reach a lar 

class of people, who would have been brought 
under its beneficial influence had the pro- 
grams been less severe. How to reach this 


large class is a question which has caused 


much discussion and brought forward many 
suggestions. To make the programs all 
popular were as, imexpedicnt as to 
have them = all severe. here 
twenty concerts and it wovld seem 

with so many, some division might be made 
whereby a-certain number might be sym- 
phony programs in the highest acceptance 
of the term, and the others be deyoted to popu- 
lar selections. In this way the music-lovers 
and students would be attracted to the sym- 
phony concerts, while the lighter programs 
would appeal to those who had devo less 
time and attention to the hearing of music, 
and they would thus be brought to listen to 
good compositions, finely played, and the taste 
for and appreciation of the higher symphonies 
‘would be: a question of but. a short 
time. Were cight of the twenty concerts 
symphony concerts, Chicago would then have 
as any as does any city in the country, save 
Boston, and the twelve afternoons and even- 
ings when Mr. Thomas offered programs of 
such attractive works as he knows how io 
choose for his “ populars,’? would be of in- 
estimable value as an eduzational, factor in 
the rnusic-life of the city. There is in this no 
desire to echeapen the concerts by offering 
clap-trap music, or compositions of inferior 
merit. Suchathing would be as disastrous 
as it would be lamentable. 

The maxim ‘** Raise the public to you—do not 
descend to it’ is the secret of all growth and 
progress in art, and should be the rule that 
governs tne life of everyone who calis himseif 
artist, but there is a height which the public 
can reach only by progressive, steps, and he 
who would raise his public. to such a height 
must supply some means of ascent, not ask 
others to leap up steeps that he himself had 
slowly climbed,

Thus in every State there has been a rela- 
tively greater increase of the male than of the 
female population. Vermont was in 1880 the 
only of the six. States having a larger male 
population. In the ten years not only has 
this State increased the proportion of males 
over females,/but Maine has swung around 
and reports aislight excess of males, while in 
the other States the gain in percentage of 
the total population of men and boys is 
about equally:marked, The aggregate pppu- 
lation of the six States increased in the ten 
years 17.2 per cent: but the number of 
males increased 855,082, or 18.1. per cent, 
while the nuinber of females increased only 
335,184, or 16.3 per cent. Af tnis rate the 
numerical equality of the sexes in the New 
England States would be almost exactly re- 
stored in twenty years, 

These figures are of no little significance. 
They would seem to indicate that the **Go 
West, young man,” period had culminated 
for New England and was on the décline. 
This is the probable and indeed it would 
seem the only possible explanation, unless it 
ean be shown..that the crowding of women 
into gainful occupations has increased their 
mortality. For it is to be noted that here, as 
the world over, wherever there have been 
‘ gathered statistics on the subject, more males 
than females are born, and here in Massa- 
chusétts. at any rate, the mortality among 
females has generally been little less than 
among males, That the numerical prepon- 
derance of the female sex should be main- 
tained in so striking a degree in Massachusetts 
fur many years, in the face of this much larger 
wale birth rate and little greater male death 
rate, is thus a fact which would seem to weas- 
ure to a large extent the drift of young men 
to the undeveloped regions of the country; 
while the decline of this preponderance would 
point to a decline of the einigration tendency

The great 
republic abounds with noble monumenis of 
the public spirit and generosity of her citizens.

ms a All y. delivered my 
schools, colleges, libraries, hospitals, lecture 
halls, music halls, lyceums, gardens, parks, 
and picture galleries given to the people by 
rich men who had made ’ 
them. No country in the world ‘shows such 
examples of civic generosity, and the foreigner 
—if an Englishman in America ought ever to 
bear that name—grows positively dazzled 
with the splendid succession of these bounti- 
ful endowments. 

But the Lick Observatory appeals in a spe- 
cial manner to his imagination. He thinks of 
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it as a gift to the world at large—a magnifi- 
cent dowry bestowed’ on the science of as- 
tronomy under circumstances of advantage 
hardly to be equaled elsewhere. The more 
he knows, no doubt, of that science the less 
exaggerated expectations he will have of what 
*‘the biggest glass in the world’ can accom- 
plish compared with smaller instruments. 
But allthesame he will want ardently to 
see it, to look through it at certain special 
objects in the heavens, to hear the 
official astronomers talk who have the 
great “‘optick ”’ in their charge, and by a per- 
sonal pilgrimage to do homage to the mem- 


ory of the California miner, James Lick, who 


has his tomb on that sky-piercing height un- 
der the huge telescope which this well-spent 
wealth has planted on the Pacific Hill. Ac- 
cordingly on arriving in San Francisco at the 
close of my engagements I put aside more 
than one delightful social attraction in order 
to secure ample time for the visit which I had 
promised myself to this most remarkable and 
interesting spot. ; 

Modern astronomy owes, it must be con- 
debt to the vanity—or may we 
pect?—of man. The “general 
mind perhaps hardly realizes,even at this day, 
what a tremendous blow was dealt at human 
self-conceit and to the Ptolemman religions 


founded to suit it by the discovery of Galileo. 


Well might the priests of the old orthodoxies 
stand aghast at him and even go so dreadfully 
far as to burn the gentle and wise Giadano 
Bruno! Atastroke the Florentine astrono- 
iner’s ejaculation, **E par se meove!”’ swept 
away all the theology of Dante and his sacer- 
dotal doctors, made the ,cosmology of the 
** Divine Comedy ’”’ impossible and grotesque, 
and dethroned the race and the planet which it 
inhabits from its imagined preéminence to an 
obscure and insignificant position. 
Old-fashioned Christianity bad taught that 
our world was the center of things round 
which the sun revolved, for the sake of which 
the stars were hung up like Japanese lanterns 
in the firmament, and in direct relations to 
which all the forces of infinite space were 
established. The ‘‘ scheme of salvation,” as 
‘then understood, fitted in well enough with 
the egotistical view, as well as did Dante’s 


. basin-shaped hell and conical purgatory with 


concentric circles of Paradise upon the top. 
But as soon as Copernicus and Galileo ex- 
ploded the theory and proved that we are al- 


trines atid 
pretensions, 
tially done all this. 
even have not yet. come into step with “ Star- 
eyed science.” These ancient, medieval, and 
so-called orthodox absurdities of a local “‘ hell ” 
and *“*heaven’’ and Joshua’s miracle, and of 


- Hezekiah’s reprieve linger still, like our pop- 


ular expressions of “sunrise” and “sunset”’ 
and the belief in the Mosaic cusmogony. 
Christianity itself has not yet sufficiently as-

trines. When it does it will earnestly thank 
science for showing how much more glorious 
it is to be “least in the kingdom of heaven ”’ 
than greatest in that petty snbkingdom of 
nature which the priest constructed, and 
of how: much nobler promise to be 
a descendant of a mollusk and after- 
ward of an ape, with all the heights of crea- 
tion to ascend to, than a creature suddenly 
made out of clay to occupy a garden.

informed me that he was commissioned to 
take me in charge and to deliver me safely on 
the mountain, where his father4nvited me to 
tas his guest. A b®tter guide it 
would hive been impossible to have found. 
Glad of his sudden holitlay from the San José 
school, and full to the brim, with information 
about the mountain, my new friend did not 
allow. si moment of the journey to be 
dull oF without profit. 
A pair of sturdy California horses was soon 
harnessed to an open ‘carriage, and off we 


est trees of the city and along the straight and 
well-kept road which leads to the foothilis, 
passing farmhoyses and well-kept fields, vine- 
ya and orchardjs in a country of splendid 
fertility.; We talked natural history, sport, 
and travel. He told me how he had trapped 
forty-two foxes last year upon the hills and 
two. coyotes; he had killed, among many 
others, a rattlesnake with twelve rings in its 
tail; made ine for the first time familiar with 
the California robin, the ‘“‘ wood runner,” the 
black byssard, the painted jay, and the 
ground squirrels, of which there are hundreds 
to be seen; showed me the nest of a golden 
eagle in the fork ofa tall fir tree from which 
he had taken two eggs, bo that by the time we 
had reached Smith’s Creek, within eight miles 
of the top, we had become fast friends. 

Up ta this int, where we shared some 
lunch, the winding road had absorbed and en- 
dranced me by its beauty. Like a snake it 
coils in “and out of lovely thickets and cop- 
pices of golden oak, pine, and wild bay trees 
dressed and festooned with the Spanish moss. 
At every turn we gained fresh views of the 
green valleys, shut within the folds of the 
range—‘‘cafions,”’ as they are here called— 
some of them full of grazing herds, others de- 
voted to vineyards, grain,.crops, and orchards 
of peach and A sacl just breaking into tender 
rosy blossom. At Smith’s Creek there oc- 
eurs a, flat, with houses andan inn; and a 
bridge Here also crosses the ‘‘ cafion,’”’ which 
brings you into the wilder and more stony re- 
gions of the upper heigtits, above which you 
see the iron dome of the observatory now 
pater towering. There are still, neverthe- 
ess, seven or eight miles of steep, winding 
road to traverse, along the edge of a per- 
petual precipice; but the driver was skillful, 
the horses inured to the dangerous jour- 
ney and the road all’ the way most excellently 
made, Moreover, 4 message through the tele- 
phone, which runs all the way t6 the observa- 
tory, had hospitably cheered us. 

“IT have got Sir Edwin!” my young friend 
blew'triumphantly through the mouthpiece at 
Smith’s Creek. 

* Bring him along!’’ was the satisfactory 
reply, and with a fresh pair of horses we start- 


ed pre: 

I noticed that an English garden bloom, the 
escholtzia, grew everywhere as weeds.on the 
rocks—people say that the Golden Gate gets 
its name from t Californian coast being 
coyered with this bright flower when the first 
discoverers entered there. On these higher 
levels grow also free.y the Manzamita and the 
Madrone, from the tough brown stems of 
which drinking-cups and walking-sticks are 
turned. , 

Piainer'and plainer now loomsthe big dome 
on the upward gaze; more sterile the crags 
become and more ‘** qualmy ”’ the precipices 
as we wind higher and higher. We pass 
Jack’s Slide, an awful slope, where a Mexican 
teamster rolled over the edge with his wagon 
and mules, and brought up, alive but sorely 
bruised, feet below, between two big pine 
trees. We meet the “ stage’ coming down 
with four horses, for Saturday is the public 
day, when! the sovereign people have the right 
to ascend jn any numbers they please and gaze 
through the gigantic glass. It is early in the 
season, however, and there are few or no Vis- 
itors today at the summit. We shall have the 
heavens to ourselves, and all the wonders of 
this lovely temple of science this happy 
evening,. which is clear as purple crystal in the 
east ey te the west just beginning to prepare 
for the lendor of a gorgeous sunset. 

Safely landed on the top, under, the vast 
cupola of telescope, Iam most cordially

like his delightful boy. Truly the site of the 
Lick Observatory has been well chosen! It 
occupies the loftiest point of a long serrated 
chain, the yarious peaks of which/ have been 
appropriately named after the most renowned 
ancient and modern astronomers. Near at 
hand, for example, are ‘* Kepler,’’ ‘‘Coper- 
nicus,”” “ ae Brahe,”’ ‘** Newton,’’. “ a 


gens,’ ** Herschel,’ and even “ Ptolemy.’’| 


The -view all around is, of course, 
magnificently extended; To the _ east- 
ward you look over a wilder- 


ness of rolling hills and embosomed valleys 
to where, 100 miles away, the snow-capped 
line of the Sierra shuts the vast prospect in. 
Nearer to the eye, on the westward, spreads 
the immense Pacific main, but its waters are 
veiled from the gaze by a row of foothills, 
which serve, nevertheless, an admirable pur- 
pose for the astronomers, since they intercept 
and catch the sea mnists and keep them from ob- 
scuring the upper sky. Even now, near to even- 
ing. a white shroud of clouds spreads all over 
the San José Valley, completely closing out the 
spacious city and all the works of men there 
below. | 

To a great extent that twinkling of the stars 


which troubles the observer and which is 


caused by the action of raritied lower air 
has been avoided at Mount Hamilton by the 
happy selection which has interposed all that 
wide valley of San José between the ocean and 
the observatory. To the south and southwest 
your gaze travels over green cafions and 
gray, rocky peaks to the, broad lowlands of 
Salinas and San Benito,and Monterey and the 
lofty range of Pavilan. Lassen Peak, 100 
miles south of Mount Shasta, may sometimes 
be distinguished in the far north, but the giant 
mount itself is 400 miles distant, and of cuurse 
invisible at all times. 
Turning reluctantly from that majestic land 

scape one notes next the fine group of build- 
ings erected on the solitary summit. The vast 
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vHE “RING PLAIN ”’ OF ARCHIMEDES, 


iron dome within which the great equatorial 


telescope works is the first thing to fasten at- 


tention. The Jower part of this structure is of 
red bricks, and a considerable economy. was 
effected herein by the discovery close at hand 
of a bed of clay, from which)the bricks for the 
observatory and adjacent buildings were 
ajl made. This saved the institution no less 
than $46,000, which would have been vther- 
wise expended im purchasing the bricks below 
and hauling them up the steep twenty-seven 
miles of mountain roadway. That road itseif 
—splendidly engineered, as. has been said— 
was cut and finished by the government of the 
State at a cost of $100,000, and links the isolat- 
ed shrine of science with the busy world below 
by a long white wandering ribbon which you 
see appearing and disappearing for many and 
many a league under your feet. 

A range of official buildings connects the 
great observatory with a smaller dome, con- 
taining a powe but much smaller tele- 
scope than the equatorial, and near at hand 
rise the very commodious residences of the 
director and his staff of assisting professors.

reptile could live at the elevation of over four 
thousand feet upon mountain so arid, 
but in the week before my visit they killed 
three of these serpents within the great dome 
itself, and the director told me, sweeping his 
hand around a neighboring cafiun: * There 
are probably at this moment hundreds of 
rattlesnakes in that one hollow.’”’ They live 
upon squirrels, which abound everywhere, or 
small birds and their eggs, and come up to the 
tanks and observatory buildings chiefly in 
quest of water. It was by the edge of a water 
trough on the roadside that my young friend 
‘Edward Holden haa killed three of the dan- 
gerous creatures. 

| I was told upon this topic something curious 
‘about the *‘foad runner,” the bird already

Under the smaller cupola was fixed a helio. 
stat, and Prof. Campbell, quickly adjusting 
the reflector to the sinking sun and holding a 
white card against the eyepiece, showed me a 
limb of the sun over which; a spot was slowly 
moving. Ashe dexterously shifted the card 
this way and that you ld see the curious 

aculce on the solar disk delicately reproduced, 
ike the marks upon watered. yellow satin. 
albeit these faint shadings ‘were probably far 


off aspects of fiery whirlpools ana geysers, 
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mentioned, which is also callea the “chap- 
arral. eoek.’’ -- Phe. is -the 


enémy of its species, always hunting about in 
the thiekets for eggs and young birds, since 
the *‘ road runner” builds its nest on the 
ground. When, therefore, the ‘chaparral 
cocks” find a “‘rattler’’ baskimg in the sun 
they gather, I was asstred,; leaves of the 
prickiy cactus and lay them in a circle all 
round the serpent, which cannot draw 
its belly over the sharp needles of these 
leaves.. Thus imprisoned the reptile is set 
upon by the birds and pecked or spurred to 
death. 

_ But now we enter the great dome and stand 
under its cover beside the gigantic telescope 
give? to America and to science by James 

ick, the Californian miner. Thethird clause 
of James Lick’s' second deed of trust (Sept. 21, 
1875), authorized the Board of Lick Trustees 

‘“*to expend the sum of seven hundred thous- 
and dollars ($700,000) for the purpose of pur- 
chasing land and constructing and putting up 
on land as may be desigflated by the party of 
the first part a powerful telescope, superior to 
and more powerful than any telescope yet 
made.”’ 

Atnongthe documents “‘ engrossed on parch- 
ment, placed between two fine tanned skins 
backed with silk, placed again between two 
leaden plates, soldered securely in a tin box 
and finally deposited within the coffin itself ’’ 
of James Lick, which was inid in the founda- 
tion pier of the great equatorial telescope on 
the 19th of January, 1987, it is declared that 
“this refracting telescope isthe largest which 
has ever been constructed, and the astron- 
omers who have tested it declare that its per- 
formance surpasses all other telescopes.”’ 

The diameter of the great glass is 36 inches 
and its local length 56 feet 2 inches, the weight 
of it amounting to several tons. Yet, as soon 
as Prof. Campbell, the very accomplished 
Lieutenant of Mr. Holden, has released the 
machinery, I am able with one hand to move 
the enormous weapon of science in either di- 
rection, revolving the whole structure of the 
cupola and directing its broad slit through 
which the hugé object glass Jooks forth like a 
Cyclopean eye toward any quarter of the 
heavens. An extremely ingenious arrange- 
ment of wheels working upon oil chambers 
furnishes this indispensable mobility, and 
the spacious floor itself of the dome, 
circular in shape, can be also. raised 
or lowered by turning a little hand 
wheel. Against the eye piece of the monstrous 
instrument is established a staircase, upon 
which you mount to a sliding seat, so as to be 
able always to keep a just position;-and for 
fine movements of latitude and longitude 
small wheels, conveniently placed for the ob- 
server’s control, permit him to sway the huge 
** optick ’’ up or down, this side or that side, 
with the utmost ease and accuracy. The iron 
work of this great cupola was furnished by 
Mr. Scott’s firm jof San Francisco, now en- 
gaged in constructing ironclad men-of-war 
for the United States Government, and ap- 
pears to be of an excellent craft. 

With my hand upon the colossal tube, light- 
ly managing it, asif it were an opera-giass, 
and my gaze wandering round the splendidly 
equipped interior, full of all needful astro- 
nomical resources and built to stand a thou- 
sand storms, I think with admiration of its 
dead founder and ask to see histomb. It is 
placed iinmediately beneath the big telescope, 
which ascends and descends directly over the 
sarcophagus wherein repose the mortal relics 
of this remarkable man; a marble chest, 
bearmg for inscription, ‘* Here lies the body 
of James Lick.”’ 

From what I gather he amassed his fortune 
chiefly by lucky mining speculations, and was 
led to dedicate a large portion of it to this 
noble purpose rather by vague, dreamy, trans- 
cendental ideas than upon strictly scientitic 
grounds. He had come across some “ spiritu- 
alistic’”’ books, full of wild theories about life 
upon the moon and the planets, and the pos- 
sibility of some day or some how communica- 
ting with them, or at least of demonstrating 
the existenve of “‘ other races in other worlds,” 
The bigger the glass the bettef the chance of 
this, he thought: and so the big instrument 
was ordered of Alvah Clarke and the trust 
formed. He would be ce 6 iy aot probably, 
if he d gaze through his own wonderful 

be and see how little it could. do with stars 
and suns and far off depths! of space beyond 
the powers of a six inch reflector, but it remains 
none the less a magnificent implement of 
astronomy, which bas already done marvelous 
work and will effect more; while, to revolve 
double or triple stars, to’ define nebule and 
study the lunar surface and the workings of 
planets and satellites its capacity is far be- 
yond all that science ever before pos ; 

It was still broad daylight, however, and the 
time would not come untj! after darkness to 
enjoy the privilege of searching the heavens 
with that splendid memorial of | the California

of life might have been conveyed te our planet 
upon a meteorite or small asteroid. 

‘“*T cannot think him in earnest,” said my 
kind and highly gifted host. “As a hypo- 
thetical idea it 1s perhaps defensible, but look 
at that. spot on the sun! Ever since it ap- 
peared a short while ago, and while it has 
moved across the disk, a little freckle in seein- 
ing, but in reality a huge d terrible abyss 
in the photosphere, with awful forces.at work 
around and within it, my magnetic needies 
have been perturbed by it. We are so close 
to the sources of life and light that everything 
is possible without any such far ° fetched 
means. The whole universe is linked in 
mutual neighborhood and mutual infiuence 
by the universal forces and jaws. If life is 
anywhere it is likely to be everywhere.”’ 

We dined 4,000 feet above the sea mists en- 
veloping San José, as wellasifin the plain, 
and drank the pious nemory of James Lick 

‘in excellent “Crestabianca’’ of the Napa 
vineyards. Iam of the opinion that Califor- 
nia will some day supply the world with wine 
if her vineyards can add to the purity which 
now happily distinguishes their products, edu- 
cation and character. As matters stand, the 
white Rieslings, Sauturnes, and Crestas of the 


many supply at twice the price, and the Zin- 


want only less youth and less of the soil to be 
as admirable as they are cheap. But “ this is 
another story,” as Mr. Rudyard Kipling has 
taught us to say. | 

After dinner the longed-for darkness had 
fallen upon the mountain ; the last of the very 
few public visitors had departed; a’ glorious 
night of perfect brilliancy and clearness hung 
its spangled splendor o’er the peak, and I re- 


ileged hours alone with the mighty Lick tele- 
scope, and two among the skillful and devoted 
‘* Magi’? who manage it, Profs. Holden and 
Campbell. 

Never shall I forget that memorable night! 
It was not that the huge weapon of science 
revealed so much that was new to me, but to 
hear the rich and deep astral wisdom of those 
learned astronomers, with the great glass un- 
der our touch to illustrate each subject, 
was indeed an erjoyment. Like a 110-ton 
gun to look at—but, ah! how differ- 
ent in purpose and service. The colossal in- 
strument reclined under our hands, peering 
broadly through the black embrasure of that 
slit in the cupola, obedient to the wheels and 
levers which moved it, as l have written, as 
though it bad been a lady’s lorgnette. 

| We had been talking much of La Place’s 
famous nebula theory (widely accepted though 
largely modified and expanded since his day), 
and Mr. Campbell deftly swung the vast tel- 
escope upon the nebula in Orion and bade me 
climb into the observing chair. That mar- 
velous object of the heavens was full and clear 
in sight, defined with exquisite precision as it 
could be in no other place and with no other 
instrument. Isaw, in the well-known regioa 
of “Beta, Orionis,” the vast separate 
system: of that universe clearly outlined; a 
fleecy, irregular, mysterious, windy shape, its 
edges whirled and curled like those of a storm 
cloud, with stara and star clusters stancing 
forth against the milky white background of 
the nebula like diamonds lying upon silver 
cloth. The ceritral star, which to the naked 
eye or to a telescope of low power looks single 
and of no great brilliancy, resolved itself, un- 
der the potent command of the Lick glass, 
into asplendid trapezium of four glittering 
worlds, arranged very much like those of the 
Southern Cross. At the lower right-band bor- 
der of the beautiful cosmic mist there opens a 
black abyss of darkness, which has the appear- 
ance of an inky cloud about to swallow up the 
silvery filigree of the nebula, but this the 
great glass fills up. with unsuspected worlds 


. when the photographing apparatus is fitted 


to it. 

I had seen at Harvard College Observatory, 
under the gifted hands of Mr. Pickering, that 
fascinating operation by which all the black 
spaces, of the sky are made, in turn, to yield 
up their secret of hidden suns and systems to 
the sensitized collodion film at the eye piece 
of the telescope, and similar operations, with 
a view to nap out the visible universe, are 
constantly in progress at Mount Hamilton. 
It was necessary from time to time to raise 
the sliding seat on the ladder in order to keep 
the glorious prospect of Orion nebula in =the 
tield, but the lateral motion was easily gov- 


erned by the wheel moving the dome. I 
understood Prof. Holden’s views ta be that

Oxford cluims the oldest museum in 
Engiaud—the Ashmolean, founded ih 1628: 
for archwological studies it is exceedingly in- 
teresting and heipful. The attention of the 
mere visitor, however, 1s usually called to the 
sword presented to Henry VIII. by Pone Leo 
X., with the title “‘Defender of the Faith.” 
and to Guy Fawkes’ lantern. The reader at 
the Bodleian Library r@joices in the free use of 
500,000 bound volumes, including 30,000 vol- 
umes of manuscripts. Two readers in this 
library at this time are distmguished college 
professors from America, 

All who are interested in the makmg of 
books, mechanically or otherwise, will visit 
the great University press. The machine- 
room is 200 teet by 70 feet, Fifty-five print- 
ing machines and five rolling machines are at 
work by steam power. The south wing of 
this great building 1s devoted principally to 
printing of Bibles and prayer-books. The 
issue of the revised edition of the New Testa- 
ment within the first four years of its appear- 
ance was tremendous. Opposite this wing is 
another, in which works of an educational 
character are published. These wings are dis- 
tinguished as the “Bible side’? and the 
* Learnea side.” 

One of the most prominent as well as re- 
vered erections of Oxford is the “ Martyss" 
Memorial.” This beautiful memorial cross 
was erected fifty-one years since but a short 
distance from the place where these three prel- 
ates of the Church of England—Latimer.

HOW SOME CHICAGOANS SPEND VACATION 


A Trip on the Great Lake# in One of the 
Bic Freicht Steamers. a 

The vacation season will soon be upon the 
Chicago multitude. When to spend it éevery- 
body thinks he Knows; but how and where to 
spend it is another matter. It causes a great 
deal of hesitation. But to those) who have 
tried it nothing seems finer than a trip on the 
great lakes. It is strange that Chicago, with 
the long chain of lakes at its very door, should 
be-so poorly supplied with means of trans- 
portation. Itmay be said that there is no 
trausportation at all. : 

No lake city of any consequence is so in- 
adequately furnished with lake transit facilities 
for passengers. The lack of accommodations 
has occasioned a lack of interest in travel of 
such kind. East-bound tourists travel by 
train. A few Chicagoans who have “ the in- 
fluence’’ have in the past resorted to a novel 
methou of taking a trip on the lakes. Not 
only is the methed novel, but the experience 
is also unusual. 

There are several lines of mammioth freight 
boats traversing the “sisters of the sea.”’ 
These are fitted up with all modern appliances 
and have extra saloons for guests of the ves- 
sel proprietors. The favored) few who have 
taken trips in these say there/is nothing like 
it; that passenger boats are completely 
eclipsed. The boats. are larger and conse- 
quently steadier; there is less formality, great- 
er ease and comfort, more attention from the 
crew, far better food, and the added charm of 
a novel point of observation. True, the ctowd 
of fellow-travelers is absent,ibut) thesé are 
hardly missed. A reasonable solitude in the 
midst of mighty aature has a refreshing effect, 
and here is perfect rest. 

To cut through “the waters at the rate of 
twelve to seventeen miles an hour, to pass 
vessel after veasel on lakes covered with fleets, 
to catch a- glimpse of gray-green shore here 
and there, to pags town after town, is a keen- 
er, more agreeable sensation than to skim 
over the ocean with its weary expangé of water 
day after day. 4 

Each lake has its individual charfp and each 
coast its own interesting characteristics. It is 
a pity that vessels from Chicago dv not carry 
passengers to every lake port of consequence. 


Birmingham's Great Water System. 


There is probably no such water system in ws- 
gland, or even in Eprope, as that which the City of 
Birmingham, England, has in contemplation, the 
plan involving an outlay of some $25,000,000. and 
in the neighborhoad of eighty miles af conduits, 
tunnels, and pipes to bring the water to the city. 
The present consumption of the city, which is 
some days as high @s 22,000,000 gallons, is rapidly 
exhausting the ee niin of the watershed from 
Which it is drawn. and the wmunici- 
pal authorities have selected as the 
site of the new reservoirs a val- 
ley in Wales in which two rivers join: a valley 
which is about 800 feet above the city, surrounded 
by a region practically uninhabitable, thus mak- 
ing the future pollution of the water improbable 
and the supply is regarded as perfectly imex- 
haustible. The proposed undertaking 1s said to 
present some formidable engineering difficuities, 
among these being, first, the erecuon of dams, 
which will make the first reservoir something 
over thre@ miles long; then there are nine miles 
of tunnel, principally through rock: thirty-five 
miles of conduit over and under the surface. and 
thirty-tive miles of pipe. The plan includes five 
reservoirs in ali, ail connected and all independ- 
ent, and scattered over an area of seventy square 
miles.

Craze for Small Yachts—What People

New York, April 21.—[Special Correspond- 
ence, |—The publishing business in the United 
States has just Jost one «f its best representa- 
tives through the death of Roswell Smith, 
founder of the Gentury magazine, late Serib- 
ner’s, and President of the Century Publish- 
ing company. Mr, Smith knew nothing about 
publishing when he entered the business, al-' 
most by actvident, and he made blunders on 
the side of conceit which caused some people 
to laugh and others to swear, but he brought 
to his work a few principles which were new 
in the publishing business, and which the 
trade in general might never have reached but 
for his influence. One of these was that what- 
ever was worth doing at all was worth 
doing well. The story is told of him, 
and also of his first partner, 
the late Charles Scribner, that when the origi- 
nal Seribner’s magazine, now the Century, was 
ufhder discussion he slapped a well-filled pock- 
etbook and said: “‘This is what must push 
such an enterprise.”’. No matter which said it, 
the principle announced was one by which 
Roswell Smith always was guided in the pub- 
lishing business. Money seeined of no conse- 
quence to hin when copy and illustrations 
were being procured for the magazine or for 
the books which the company afterward pub- 
lished. It was his boast that he never lost an 
author or artist through lack of willmgness 
to pay the money demanded. The ‘* Century 
Dictionary,” which is the most costly book 
ever published in the United States, was one 
of his ideas, and a great many veteran pub- 
lishers insisted that it would ruin him, but he 
seems to have known the American people 
better than they, ana to have understood that 
a commupity which demands the best of 
everything eise is willing to. pay for the best 
books also—providea they really are the best, 
Mr. Smith never lost that sublime faith in his 
own work which is usually the most dis- 
tinguishing mark of young men; admirable 
thuugh the Century magazine was, he could 
talk about it in a fashion which conveyed to 
some listeners the impression that it was the 
only publication beside the Bible which he be- 
lieved intelligent persons attached any im- 
portance to. His conscience, 
quite as great as his conceit; an innocent and 
trivial misstatement in the magizine would 
make him as miserable as if some of 
his paper had gone to  protest—if 
ever he had any paper out. which 
I very much doubt, Years ago, while Dr. Hol- 
land, his personal friend and the first editor of 
the magazine, was still alive, Mr. Smith wor- 
ried me for two precious houre to find in 
newspaper files the original reading of a 
passage which some one said Dr. Holland had 
mnisguoted. The atleged difference was very 
slight; scarcely any bonest editor would have 
thought it worth looking into, but. Roswell 
Smith caine in person and upset the whole 
office until the junior, whom I chanced to be, 
was deputed to find for him what he wanted, 
so that other men could do their work and 
not be obliged to listen to the publisher's sad 
forebodings of what the public would think 
should it find the magazine inaccurate, in no 
matter how smali degree, in an editorial state- 
went. . p 

* Leoking Out for Immigrants. 

The work of sifting the immigrants arriving 
at this port, to which come nine-tenths of all 
the foreigners who desire to become Ameri- 
cans, is reachipg a degree of thoroughness 
which should delight all sections which have 
been cursed with undesirable newcomers from 
oid countries, One fellow, who seemed to 
have money and brains enough to qualify him 
for citizenship, has just been sent back to 
Europe for the-offense of being an habitual 
drunkard. A great deal of sentimentalism 
has been expended upon some cases which 
really were pitiful} But-as a_-rule the people 
who are returned arethose whom no commu- 
nity ought to receive; Like some penal sen- 
tences, the rulings of the authorities are de- 
termined partiy by considerations of moral ef- 
fect, and as all réjected immigrants must be 
returned at the expense of the steamship lines 
which brought them over, there 1s noticeable 
amarked improvement in the average of 
candidates for American citizenship... The 
good old times when an able-bodied ruffian 
could hope to get on the police force or into 
the poorhouse within six Months of arrival in 
this city are gone, and so are the days when 
we were gracious enough to accept and feed, 
at the public expense, all the paupers, crimi- 
nals, and lunatics whom foreign communities 
cared to unloaduponus. Neither is there any 
more influx of foreigners who had just 
enough money to reach New York, where 
they might lie around waiting for something 
to turn up, Even with all the watchfulness 
at present exercised the city continues to get 
new residents whom it could better afford to 
support at their original homes if they would 
go back to thern—South Europeans whose 
horne habits are so filthy and disease-breeding, 
that the Irish peasant who kept his pig in his 
hut with him is a gentleman by comparison, 
but most of them are being slowly but surely 
forced to some semblance of decency by a 
combination of sanitary inspector, policem an, 
and school teacher. The discipline is terrible 
according to-those subjected to it; one would 
suppose, to hear soine of the complaints made 
through interpreters, that dirt was the most 
precious possession of some of these people, 
and that permission to throw offal out of winu- 
dows or into hallways was guaranteed by the 
Constitution of the United States. As to 
washing the hands and faces, as well as the — 
clothing, of children who are sent 
to.the public schools, it seems an incompre- 
hersible and tyrannica] demand for officials of 
a free country to make, but little by little, the 
dazed creatures submit, and through their 
children sotne of therm are brought to com pre- 
hend the uses of soap and water for general 
On the other hand, these 
families could put many native Americans to 
shame through their persistent industry, for 
there are absolutely no loafers among them; 
they work with the persistency born of many 
generations of toilers, and their children wiil 
inherit tendencies which many a_ wealthy 
American would pay big money for cou:d it 
be obtained in that way and transferred to his 
own sons and daughters, 

Johann Most at Liberty. 

Johann Most, the Socialist who has gained 
noturiety principally through having spent a 
large, portion of his life time behind prison 
bars, See of jail, and speaks feel- 
ingiy o ie indignity of having been cor- 
pelled to work at the same thing almost every 
day, just as if he were a common mechanic, 
or bookkeeper, or millionaire, instead of a 
loafer to whom agitation is the nearest ap- 
proach to industry. Most is a surprise to any 
one who sees hm after having read of his ca- 
reer, for there is very little of him, either 
mnentally or physically. He might easily be 
mistaken for an under-sized German baker or 
a third-rate apothecary, and -some close stu- 
deuts of human nature in general and of Most 
in particular say that they don’t believe he has 
any more socialistic principles than are con- 
sistent with general lazifiess. Such of these men 
as are physicians and physiologists venture 
the opinion that what the little nan mistakes 
for principle is merely the mental uneasiness 
caused by a vig swelling on his neck, and close 
enough to the brain to keep that nerve-center 
in a state of unhealthy stimulation. He is not 
entirely a fool, however, for he has learned 
something since his first experience in Ameri- 
can prisons; then egomplained that he was 
driven to the “wash-place,”’ but now his com- 
plaint is that he was not allowed sufficient lay- 
atory privileges during his recent incarcera- 
tion. As soap always has been Socialism’s 
inost successful though most insidious foe, it 
18 to be feared that the days of Most as an agi- 
tator are numbered.

TO PRODUCE CHEAP ALUMINUM. 


A New Precess Which Preposes te Make 
It Cheaper Than Copper. . 
Philadelphia Ledger: A corporation char- 

tered under the laws of Colorado and known 

as the American Aluminum company has been 


formed in this city with the view of introduc- 


ing aluminum at a price far below the present 
market value. It is claimed that they have 
discovered a process whereby aluminum can 
be sold at a price less than quarter of what 
the present quotations are. The company is 
capitalized at $2,000,000. It is said thata 
plantto cost $500,000 will be erected, and it is 
the expectation .of the company to produce 
with a 5,000 horse-power engine 5,000 pounds 


of aluminum an hour, or tifty tons a day, 
The site of tne plant has not as yet been de- 
cided upon, as rihower ows is desirous of ob- 


obtaining water jJpower owing to thé fact that 
the power will be the chief item in the expense. 

An experimental plant has been effected at 
No. 2005 Market’ street, where it is claimed 
several successful tests have been made. Ed- 
ward C. Broadwell, who diseovered the new 
process, seems confident of his success, 
speaking of his discovery. he said that the two 
possible ways of preparing aluminum was by 
electrical and chemical energy. 

“The chemical method,”’ said Mr. Broad- 
well, ‘‘ will probably never meet with success 
from an economical standpoint, owing to the 
fact that aluminum has never been found free 
The chemical method takes ad- 
vantage of chemical affinities, and substances 
found in an elemental state necessarily have 
weak affinities. The electrical current furnishes 
us with a medium whereby this metal can be 
extracted from its ores at any point desired as 
he advantage we 
cluim lies chiefly in. two points: First, we 
claim to be able to make one pound of com- 
mercially pure aluminum with the expenditure 
of but one electrical horse-power. Previous 
to this improvement twenty-two electrical 
horse-power. have béen necessary to accom- 
plish the same purpose. Secondly, we are 
= to take clay of ordioary fair quality and 
: e| efficiently and cheaply, all 
iron silicon, :

current has gone the furthermost toward the 
cheapening of this process. [have been work- 
ing on this process since 1885, and have tried 
experimentally every patented invention and 
scientific suggestion that came undér wry ob.

_ ago, and to the active people of the present he

ter who conspicuously graced American citi-

He 
was deputy Attorney-General for Philadelphia 

County in 1817, Mayor of the city in 1429, ana 

he was the same year appointed United States 

District Attorney by President Jackson. In 

1831 he was elected to fill an unexpired term 

of two years in the United States Senate; in 

- 1833, on his retiretnent from the Senate, he be- 

came Attorney General of Pennsy!vania under 

Gov. Wolf, and in 1837 President Van Buren 


tireless student of all the varied movements 
of the different governments abroad, and, his 


diary shows that everything that reasonably 


related, or that might thereafter relate, to 
diplomacy enlisted his most serious atten- 
tion. His opinions of the prominent men he 
net in Russia are given with great freedom, 
put always exhibiting the most generous ap- 
preciation. : 


He speaks of his last conference with the 
Emperor Nicholas as one that he will ever 
remember with pride and delight, congratu- 
lating himself that he had not ‘lived in 
Russia without domg public service and 
achieving the reputation he most desired. 
The Emperor parted with him expressing his 
sincere regret that Minister Dalias was about 
to leave, when, as Nicholas said, ** We all have 
learned to appreciate you and your family; 


and when my whole céurt, without exception, — 


are cherishing the best dispositions for you.”’ 
And what was equally gratifying to Minister 
Dalias was the Emperor’s expression as to the 
relations between that. country and ours. He 
Baid to our Minister: “‘Not only are our in- 
terests alike, but (withemphasis in his tone) 
our enemies are.the same.’’ After two years 
of this delightful sviourn at the Russian court 
Mr. Dallas embarked for home, and his diary 
closes with the following poetical flight : 
Away, away from swelling hearts, 
Our thoughts flit o’er the main, 
Away, away love ticetly darts 
sack to its nest-again, 
Exulting voices hymn in chorus

Minister Dallas and his family maintained 
their position as favorites at the English court 
after having won that distinctioa at the court 
of the Czar, and Guring the four years of his 
service as Minister he does not seem to have 
had a shadow on his social or diplomatic life. 
As early as Dec, 3, 1860, the murmurs of fra- 
ternal contest in this country had reached him 
and our sectional troubles are frequently re- 
ferred to. His first impressions twere that the 
Union was not in sesious peril because disun- 
ion waschampioned only by “‘such vnitormly 
violent, effervescing and unsuccessful leaders 
as Yancey, Rhett. Keitt,: and Toombs.’’ On 
the 23d of December he was so profoundly 
impressed with the situation in this country, 
which he describes as ‘‘deplorable already 
and worse in prospect,”’ that he declined an 
invitation to a New Year’s festivity at Sheen, 
saying: ‘“‘It is Nppossible to be merry when 
one’s country is gasping for breath.”’ In re- 
ferring to the resignation of General Cass 
from the Buchanan Cabinet and the probable 
appointment of Governor Dickinson, his com- 
ment is mthese.words: “So we gafrom one 
unfit to another more so.’’ The 2d of Febru- 
ary he records his appreciation of the treach- 
ery of the Southern members of the Buchan- 
an Cabinet. He pronounces the action of 
Cobb, Floyd, Thompson, and ‘Thomas as “a 
most extraordinary departure from the 
chivalric honor in public life which has here- 
tofore characterized Southern gentlemen.” 
He charges them with ‘“ disloya. treachery ’’ 
and as incapable of relieving themselves of 
the charge of deceit and perfidy. Every 
movement toward secession -enliusted his spe- 
cial interest, and his criticisms from day to 
day exhibited the highest devotion to his 
country. His last record, made May 1, 1861, 
closes with the following prophetic sentence, 
that has been fearfully fulfilled in the crimson 
history of our Civil War: “ My poor country 
ean henceforth know no security or peace until 
the passions of the two factions hawe covered 
her hills and valleys with blood, and exhausted 
the strength of an entire generation of her 
sons. All Barons is watching with amazement 
this terrible tragedy.” |

These diaries of Minister Dallas give most 
delightful pen pictures of Russia and En- 
gland royalty and nobility, and every intel- 
ligent student of history would read them 
with unflagging interest and an uncommon 
measure of instruction. They are written 
with entire freedom from restraint and clear- 
ly exhibit the high culture of Minister Dallas 
in the gfaceful sentences which come from 
his pen, and they exhibit also his great capac- 
ity fur the keenest observation of all the peo- 
ples and governments of the Old World. It is 
a most valuable contribution to the history of 
England a generation ago, and of the history 
‘of Russia in the first half of the present cent- 
ury, and Miss Dallas has performed as grate- 
ful a task for the intelligent public as she has 
for herself in giving to the public these valued 
records of her honored and beloved father. 


DECLINES TO GRANT THE PETITION. 


The British Government Will Not Abro- 
gate the Favored Nation Clauses, 

Orrawa, Ont., April 22.—[Special.]—The 
reply of Lord Knutsford, Colonial Secretary, 
to the address of the Canadian Parliament 
praying for the abrogation of the most fa. 
vored nation clauses in the treaties between 
the Imperial Goverament and Belgium and 
the German Zollverein was brought down in 
the House of Commons today by the Hon. 
George E. #oster, Minister of Finance. 

The reply says: 


The Parliament of Canada desires the abro- 
gation of these clauses onthe ground that they 
are incompatible with the rights and powers con- 
ferred upon it by the British North America act. 
The right to fix rates of custom duties applying 
equally toall foreign nations, the muther coun- 
try, and the British colonies, her Majesty's gov- 
ernment does not contest; but the right to estab- 
lish discriminatory treatment between different 
foreign nations, or against the mother country, 
orin favor of particular colonies, her Majesty's 
government is ‘obliged to contest. In order to 
confer upon the.Dominion the complete freedom 
it desires in its negotiations with foreign powers 
it would be necessary to revise other treaties also 
than those mentioned, involving a great break up 
of existing commercial relations of which Canada 
now enjoys the benefit. Within the last year the 
system of Central Kuropean tariff treaties has 
been inangurated.and under that system it is 
more important than ever that this country should 
not lose the benefit of the clauses in the Belgian 
and Zgliverein treaties which secure most fa- 
vored mation treatment in business matters to 
British produce and manufactures, including the 
produce and manufactures of Canada. 

After pointing out, by instanecing the in- 
crease of hertrade with Germany, that the 
alleged objectionable clauses are really of 
great benefit to Canada, the reply. states that 
her Majesty’s government feels itself un- 
able wo advise her Majesty to comply with 
the prayer of the address. 


IN COLLISION WITH A FIELD OF ICE.

The New Steamship Caprivi Has a Danger- 
ous Experience in Mid-Ocean. 

Purtapevraia, Pa.,-April 22.—It was learned 
upon its arrival at this :port today that the 
new steamship Caprivi, Capt. McNabb, from 
Shields, became wedged in an ice field April 
11 at 11 o’clock at night, and remained fast for 
thirty-eight hours in a perilous positicn, with 
her crew rendered aimost senseless from the 
cold. Hourly her position grew more alarm- 
ing, and there seemed at one time to be little 
hope but that the vessel would be ground to 
atoms in the powerful ice gorge. Capt. Mc- 
Nabb says it was the most perilous passage be 
had ever made, and their escape from total] 
destruction was miraculous. At 10 0’clock the 
night of April 11 the second officer was 
pacing the bridge.to keep warra when he be- 
held a white streak ahead, Before the engines 
could be reversed the ship crashed into an ice 
floe and worked herself well in before she 
stopped. : 

The noise of the Caprivi coming in contact 
with the ice brought all hands on deck and 
when their position was known there was great 
confusion among the crew. As the night was 
dark it was not known which course to steer 
to get clear of the floe, and after hours of hard 
work trying it was relinquished for the night. 
With Tuesday morning it was for the first 
time realized that the vessel was complete! 
shut in by ice. It was environed as far as 
eye could-see from aloft; thousands of ite 
islands towermg high over the mnast-head

see in the debt statistics which have been re- 
cently gathered evidences of a declining ciyiliza- 
tion or progress toward poverty. At this point I 
desire to claim for myself the credit as well as the 
honor of origiaating and formulating the plan 
which has resulted in the accumulation of these 
debt statistics. The work commenced in the ILili- 
nois Bureau of Statistics after considerable agi- 
tation on these lines by myself, and with the per- 
mission of THe Tarsncene I will give my views and 
opinions upon this important subject and the rea- 
sons which prompted me to urge an inguiry into 
the matter of recorded indebtedness. 

In my younger years as a journeyman printer 
{ became involved in some discussions relating to 
the.labor problems and I became convinced that 
an organization Of labor designed to maintain a 
scale of wages was in no sense a solution of the 
question as to what constituted a fair day's pay 
for a fair day’s work. Primarily or in a state of 
nature man may have 100 per cent of his product, 
like the squirrel which gathers nuts and acorns 
for himself, but every time he eats one his pile 
diminishes and when it is gone he must work 
created arti- 
ficial systems whereby they who work least 
may attain most, and thete is no factor in 
our whole system which contributes so 
much to the support of a.class withoutJabor as 
this factor of debt under the name of bond and 
mortgage. We are hearing of late tales of woe 
about a billién-dollar Congress, and there are 
some who groan in misery when they see the fic- 
ures in our taxation tables. But let me state a 
fact, and I challenge contradiction of my fact, 
which is that the total sum of taxation in this 
country. . national, State, and munici- 
pal, cdloes not exceed one billion of 
dollars. Another fact—that our product at this 
time exceeds in value twenty billions of dollars. 
Thus it appears that taxation is less than 5 per 
cent of. our preduet, while capital draws, in the 
shape of interest, rents, and dividends, fully 25 
per cent of our product, leaving to labor 70 per 
cent of the product. It was to give us some data 
upon which to reach a correct or just estimate of 
the proportion of'the product that labor received 
that | commencedian agitation upon the impor- 
tance of these statistics. Lt is an interesting point 
to establish, if we @re able to dose, the per cent 
of product which each receives—viz. : government, 
capital, and labor; As I make it, government re- 
ceives 5 per cent, capital 25 per cent, and labor 70 
per cent. Any system which increases the product 
without diminishing the per:centto labor is in 
my judgment to be encouraged. In Grevt : Brit- 
ain the statistics as [read them makes thé per 
cent as follows: To government, 23 per cent; to 
capital, 36 per cent; to labor, 41 per cent. 

Thus it 1s that while debt may increase, if the 
product increases in greater ratio we will be 
prosperous. But when capital begins to raise its 
ratio and the ratio to labor begins to fall then it 
is that these statistics become valuable us guid- 
ing ustosuch remedial legislation as will in- 
crease the product and maintain for labor a just

[The amount computed to be received by the 
worlver all depends upon'the point at which we 
begin to reckon it; The time has not long since 
passed when many otherwise intelligent working- 
men supposed that capital appropriated the whole 
of the money paid for raw material. Now most 
of them are sufficiently wise to see that what is 
raw material to one set of workers.is finished 
product in some other department of effort, and 
that in the case of not afew articles of consump- 
tion several consecutive sets of wages enter into 
the final cost., Of course the employer and the 
capitalist may also have received a profit out of 
each of those prodesses, But it ts fair to go much 
further back in the count. Labor has been en- 
gaged in the construction of the building in which 
a manufacturing process is carried on. Labor bas 
been paid for | making the machinery and 
other appliances ‘used in that building. Labor 
has takea its share of the money paid for the 
building of the railroads and their rolling stock 
and the making of the wagons, etc., whieh are 
used by other workers in transporting the “* raw 
material’ to the factory and carrying it thence 
to the final consumer. Laborhas been performed 
in mining tne ore and extracting from it the 
metal of which coins are subsequently made by 
other labor, and its payment enters into the cost 
of every bank bill or other piece of paper which 
takes the place of the coin in the transfer of cap- 
ital during the other operations named. In tak- 
ing its share out of any given manufacturing proc- 
ess capitalisin large part collecting pay for 
past labor. and is as justly éntitled to it as the 
grocery man té the cash he receives 
for the coffee, sugar, and other goods he has 
bought at less prices from others. The capital 
invested in buildings, machinery, transportation 
appliances, etc., which makes the labor of today 
far more effective than the same quality of labor 
in the past, is an accumulation of the results of 
past labor that has been paid for by the capital- 
ists, and a large part of the “ profit’ he cathers 
in for its use should justly be regarded as a re- 
payment to him of money advanced to that past 
labor, without which it would not bave been per- 
formed. When the labor statistics take account 
of these facts they will present to the world 
something like a true statement of the relative 
‘share of labor and capital. |At present they mis- 
lead widely in regard to this important point of 
relative distribution. |

Cleaned, He Says, Is Old-Fashioned and 
Discusting—Polliution of the Air by the 
Common Practice—What the Man Who 
@eases a Corner Does Not Reckoh On— 
iow the Work Is Done in Paris and 
. New Orleans. 
- The ridiculous features connected with the 
system of sewer-flushing, as illustrated in Tux 
‘Trisuns of last Sunday, is equaled only by 
the methods employed by the same supreme 
nuthorities in cleaning the catchbasins 
throughout the city. The same marks of 
blundermg that encompass the one encom- 
pass the other. ‘The same progress of a 
century ago marks the advancement made 
‘Gn the case of cleaning catchbasins as it 
does in that of sewer-flushing. The same old: 
style methods are used in the ope as are u 
in the other, and the same, or about the same, 
results are obtained—all the work and ex- 
penditure of money for nothing, or for 
something one remove from nothing. 
It matters but little, in the minds of the 
authorities, how these catchbasins - are 
eleansed so long as they have been cleaned. 
It matters not who are the sufferers from their 
of cleaning so long as their method is 
in vogue and in the end may be said to have 
cleaned the catchbasin. It seems to have 
made no impression upon their minds how 
other cities in this country clean those basins, 
the better to preserve the health and comfort 
of their citizens, so long as. the methods of 
the “authorities prevail and are in the 
end said to have accomplished the object 
desired. There are two ways of reaching the 
game end—one is the right way, the other is 
the wrong way. Wherethe right way is ac- 
companied with no more expense, no more 
labor, but with perhaps a little more thought 
the part of its supporters, but will greatly 
sd in the comfort and health of the people, 
it seems reasonable that it should be adopted 
in prefefence to the way now in_ practice in 
‘the matter of cleaning our public catch- 
‘basins. 
Our enterprising citizen in his eagerness for 
‘business and wealth will purchase or lease a 
corner building if possible. He knows trade 
coming four ways will enhance the value of 
his purchase or lease, so he pays a big price 
orrenta! for the same. In looking at the ad- 
vantages of his location he is ignorant of the 
fact that frequently throughout the year a 
| n of men will arrive with a dilapidated- 
ing wagon, scarred and battered, 
lend bespattered with mud, that does not smell 
the best ix. the world, the whole outfit smell- 
mg like the uncovered carts of the scavengers, 
and will take a position in front of his care- 
fully selected place of business for the osten- 
gible purpose of cleaning the city catchbasin 
located at his corner. The. dirty outtit of 
wagons, horses, men,ropes, and buckets forms a 
nice attraction to his carefully selected corner 
and well kept place of business. His tidy 
show windows, arranged with care and taste, 
_* and the front of his building made ornate with 
the expense of art, have to have this loath- 
some spectacle of cleaning the catchbasins 
with these old-time facilities at frequent inter- 
*, vals during the year. It makes no difference 
what business he is engaged in. Any 
one knows that this outfit for clean- 
ing the catchbasin in the manner and style 
‘Sn which it is done will detract from the 
money value of the location and greatiy from 
the pleasure, comfort, and health of the situa- 
tion he has selected. He has paid or agreed to 
for first-class querters with at least com- 
rtable, if not the most pleasing surround- 
ings, but here he finds in front of his place of

hag water will be bailed out of the basin by 
the good old-fashioned method of buckets 
end ropes, its rank and vile odors tainting 
tne neighborhood and making the man ’s place 
_of business, which he has so carefully select- 
ed, smelllike a pesthouse. When the solids 
or sémi-solids are reached they are slowly and | 
laboriously drawn up by buckets with ropes 
attached, and after bemg handled by four or 
five or more men are finally dumped into the 
Wagon, where a man stands with a stick, pad- 
die, or shovel and stirs up the mess in push-- 
ing it aside to n._ke room for more. As will 
be seen the methods employed are well 
calculated to consume timé in the mat- 
ter of accomplishing a - given work 
in the most expensive and crudest possible 
manner, and daily form an example of how 
best not to do it. It is a daily demonstration 
of the lack of thought given to the plainest 
“necessities of cleanliness. The catchbasins 
must be cleaned, but it is not at ali necessary 
a whole neighborhood be poliuted by the 
nianner employed in cleaning them. If any 
one can think of a better way to taint several 
blocks with the odor of catchbasins than the 


' smanner at present employed he is yet to be 


found and his services called into requisition. 
1 must confess that I know of no way 
better calculated to scatter the vile odors 
of these basins throughout dwellings 
and places of business, along our streets and 
sidewalks than just the methods we now have. 
The slow process of handling the contents of 
“the candhbasive, the lifting, spiashing, and be- 
spattering them up over the. top of an old 
nag a pouring them outof buckets high 
he air, is about the best way possible to 
ill a air with their stench. 
It seems hever to have occurred, and prob- 
~ ably never will occur, to the political bosses 
who manage such work that the contents of a 
catchbasin could be rapidly and efficiently 
drawn to a. tight vessel and carted 
off withowse creating any smell and 
without causing such a disgusting spec- 
tacle as hauling them up to sight. In 
"Paris, the name of which city is almost sy- 
n@iymous with cleanliness, they have for use in 
cle their catchbasins cylindrical vessels 
made airtight andof sizes suitable for the 
business, with an airpump on the top, and 
with hose reaching from the rear end into the 
basin. When acatchbasin is to be cleaned 
this wagon tlius equipped is drawnup and the 
hose slipped into the basin. (ne man works 
the airpump upon the wagon. So soon as a 
vacuum is created inside the cylinder the con- 
tents of the catchbasin rise to fill it. Thus in 
a short space of time the basin is emptied and 
the wagon is closed and driven off without 
creating any disturbance and without any of 
the disgusting effects that are created by our 
present mode of cleanmg them. 
' Plan Followed in New Orleans. 

In New Orleans about the same methods 
fare used, and you can go around any time of 
day in perfect pleasure so far as the odors of 
ecatchbasins are concerned. You never see 
such sights as we are subjected to daily here, 
and the man who selects a corner for a place 
of business well knows that: neither he nor his 
customers will ever be :molested by such re- 
pulsive scenes. These facilities for cleaning 
catchbasins are not new or limited to 
a place. Why such Teforms as_ these, 
so badly needed, are not made in 
the great City of Chicago \is beyond 
the comprehension of the ordimary man, 
There probably are some reasons for it, known 
only to the political mind, which is ‘of such 
strange qualitics when it comes to much- 
needed reforms that it is past comprehending 
by the generality ©f mankind. The subject of 
keeping a city respectably decent and clean is 
no little one at best, but to be hampered with 
the means employed in cleaning it, where it 
js needed most, makes it an impossibility. 
The one subject. of our catchbasins and the 
manner in which they are cleancd is well cal- 
culated to pollute the air throughout the 

neighborhood, to say nothing of the disagree- 
able scenes they incur. If we were using the 
best methods known we would be doing the 
best we knew how. But when there are 
means at our hands fer improvu.g the method, 
eng tag he but greatly, we are falling 
our duty by not employing them. Be-

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THE FINE. ARTS. 


When the Chicago Socio! Society of Artists gave a 
reception upon the opening of its galleries in the 
Athenwum Building a little over a year ago its 
Presidept made an address in which he said that 
he hoped the time had come when it would not 


be necessary to ask that the press be especial- 


its treatment of the ex- 
hibitions of the society. It often hap- 
pens that art criticism i¢ extravagant 
in praising or condemning the work of home art- 
ists. Some critics have pursued the plan of treat- 
ing local art in a flippant or a hypercritical style 
of fauit-finding, which is too often used as a cloak 
for inability to give a reasonable judgment. On 
the other hand, others, out of goodness of heart, 
and a desire to encourage art in the city, have 
been indiscriminate in their praise, using a more 
generous standard for the criticism of the works 
of local artists than those from abroad, and thus 
becoming in a way accomplices to the crime by 
creating a feeling of satisfaction in the breasts of 
the artists when just criticism might encourage 
them to greater effort. 

As such criticism has been invited by a repre 
sentative of this society, and as the exhibition 
which opens tomorrow is the most important of 
its yearly exhibitions, it seems fitting that an ef- 
fort should be made to review it without extrava- 
gant praise of what may be found worthy of com- 
mendation or railing at shortcomings. There is 
evidence that in order to make the present exhibi- 
tion as important as possible a few works have 
been admitted which tend to lower the average 
merit, and which might have been omitted with- 
ont greatly diminishing the amount of wall space 
covered. There are,on the/other hand, several

works, which, without doubt, would be admitted 
to the most important public exhibitions in the 
country or Europe, and would stand comparison 
with works similar in subject. 

Mr. Charles Boutwood’s portrait of a young 
woman “ With Veil afd Boa” shows some excel- 


lent drawing, good color, and the general effect is . 


indicative of a thorough art knowledge. 

Vanderpoel’s *“‘Consolation,”’ a young girl in 
black seated in a church with a book in her hand 
and her head bowed, as if in deep thought, is 
charming in sentiment and treated with delicacy 
and refinement. It is agreeable in color, and the 
black dress, gloves, and book are especially well 
painted. Objection might be made, however, to 
a mannered use of the brush, which is noticable 
throughout the picture and to the drawing of the 
legs of the figure. 

Mr. Freer is represented by four works, the 
most important bemg ‘‘The Amateur,”’ which 
shows a young woman with palette and brushes 
in her hand standing before an easel upon which 
is a study of still life, which she has been copying 
from sonie roses, and a glass jar standing near 
her. Her features are beautiful and refined. The 
arrangement is artistic, though there is a slight 
suggestion of posing in the figure, but there is a 
pleasing freedom in the manner in which the 
paint is handled. 

O. D. Grover shows a portrait of a woman in a 
dress of light pink and dark green, posed against 
a white background. There is careful drawing, 
but the dryness of contour and a few false values, 
joined with the unhappy combination of colers, 
fail to produce so pleasing an effect as a smaller 
work, acorner of a studio with the figure of a 


+ young woman with a palette in her hand, which 


is much more interesting in arrangement and 
agreeable in color. 

“On the Lookout,” by Herbert E. Butler, shows 
two little boys ‘seated on a cliff overlooking the 
sea, one with his arm about the other and point- 
ing out over the water. It is full of sunlight, and 
the air seems saturated with warm moisture pe- 
culiar to certain seasons of English climate. The 
picture was painted in Cornwall, The action and 
expression of the boys are full of life and natural- 
ness. 

The most ambitious attempt in the way of a 
composition in the exhibition is A. F. Brook’s 
“Elaine Giving the Diamond to -Launcelot,” in 
which the painter has followed closely the text 
of the poet. The wounded knight is seen lying 
on a couch covered with wolf and bear skins in 
the low room. Elaine is kneeling by his side,

and pressing the gem into his hand, At a little 
distance, in a dark'recess lit by a flickering lamp, 
is the old monk, who cared for the wounded man. 
examining a bottle. The feeling of nature is 
lacking in some parts of the canvas, but the 
work shows that much thought and study have 
been expended upon it. 

W.O. Swett Jr. exhibits what is the most im- 
portant picture he has yet produced. It is en- 
titled ** Morning on the Prairie.” It shows a 
mounted herdsman surrounded by a group of 
cattle in the foreground and other cattle at «a 
distance. Tne arrangement of the groups is good 
and most of the animals are well drawn. There 


is also-a good effect of light and atmosphere. 


though it is somewhat spotted in appearance. 
The criticism might be made that some of the 
grazing cattle seem to bave their muzzles thrust 
not only into the grass, but into the ground also. 

Victor Smedley’s two landscapes “ Bayshore, L. 
I.” and *“* Salt Meadows, Islip, lb. L.,”’ are brigh.t 
in color and pleasing, if subject.

seems rather too vivid to be true. The ‘ Bay- 
shore, L. 1,” is full of sunlight.

Turk’s favorite mode of expressing hospitali- 
ty. Heseldom dines alone. A Turkish din- 
ner 1s not soon forgotten by the participants 
if this description by a recent t at a State 
dimmer can be accepted: Pasha site 
down, crossed-legged, ,on a divan, and his 
eunuch, or aga, brings him a chased silver 
basin andewer. After the Oriental custom 
water is poured upon the hands. Another 
servant brings in a gold-embroidered napkin, 
\then drawing up a low table an attendant 
places upon this a large silver tray loaded 
with the repast. There are many dishes to 
suit a variety of. tastes. A favorite dish isa 
lamb roasted whole. It is stuffed with rice, 
raisins, and the favorite pistachio nut. Then 
comes a delicate dish of small fish, and there is 
no place equal to the Bosphorus for this arti- 
cle. Egg-plant now is served fried in olive 
oil, and followed by boiled squashes stuffed 
with hash. The national dish is called ‘“* Do- 
lina.”’ ‘Hash and mutton form the solid dishes 
of the repast. Rice is served with it, as well 
as rabbit, and both are cooked in wine leaves. 
Then comes chicken breasts stewed in rose 
water and cakes of flour and 
sugar, more like dumplings than 
anything else. Then come the jellies, the 
sherbet, the exquisite rose preserves, and vari- 
ously flavored sirups. Then there are a num- 
ber of side’ dishes served *in small saucers; 
they are thoroughly Turkish, and can only be 
appreciated when tasted; no description will 
do them justice. To crown the whole comes 
‘*Pilaf.”” This is a dish of rice seasoned with 
butterand tomato juice. The rice is white 
and light as new-fallen snow. This dish is 
louked upon by the natives as the acme of 
good things. Though the Turks have knives 
and forks for the table it will be a long time 
before these articles become a necessity; the 
fingers are used by almostiall Turks, be they 
high or low, these good people regardmg the 
knife, fork, ‘and -spoon as “* wasteful 
and ridiculous implements, It is by no means 
easy to obtain'an entrée to the inner life of 
Turkey. ‘Sometimes necessity is the password 
even to the doors of the seraglio, as was seen 
recently when European doctors had to be 
immoned to ‘the assistande of some dis- 
tinguished inmates. Sometimes vanity of the 
fair women withip its sacred walls touches the 
magic spring. A woman artist, Mrs. Walker, 
is perhaps the bestjauthority on the mode of 
living in the harem. She was commissioned to 
paint’ the portrait of a Sultana, and 
in this way learned more than all the imag- 
inary authorities on the same subject ever 
dreamed of, There does not appear to be any- 
thing very wonderful going on in a harem. 
The harem to which this woman was admit- 
ted consists of about 100 women and 
girls., As a sign of their belonging to this 
special harem they wear a toque of fed cloth 
with a small blue tassel. Most of them are

HOW DOWN-TOWN STORES ARE GUARDED. 


The Manner in Which Big Establishments 
Keep Their Watchmen Wideawake. 
This is an age that runs to human, machines. 
Everything is being systematized as rapidly as 
man’s ingenuity will allow. The automaton 
takes the place of hve thought, even though 
it sometimes takes a human beingto watch 

tht automaton. 

One of these human machines is the latter- 
day watchman—the ordinary man who guards 
the contents of the down-town stores. The 
old way of trusting everything to a night- 
watchman, who may or may not fall asleep, is 
no longer popular with merchants who carry 
valuable stocks. 
must rernain awake—yes, he must go through 
the entire building at short intervals. And if 
ws doesn’t an automatic machine reports 

im. 

Take one of the big jewelry houses, for in- 


stance. Smal! boxes, similar in) arrangement * 


to the messenger-call boxes, are placed in va- 
rious portions of the building. Each box has 
its own number and the wires all run to a cen- 
tral office established for the purpose. This 
articular watchman is expected to pull box 

‘oO. lat midnight, say. Box’ No. 2, in an- 
other part of the building, he must pull at 
12:05. And so on with boxes Nos. 3, 4, and 5— 
he must pull them five minutes apart. At 1 
o’clo¢ck the same process is repeated. Each 
pull is registered at the watch office, where 
the number of box and the time are placed on 
a ruled sheet, which is next morning delivered 
to anemployer. Should the watchinan fail to 
turn in one of his signals, after ten minutes 
grace a special policeman is sent over to see 
what the trouble is. Sometimes he finds the 
watchman asleep. Sometimes there is some 
other cause. All this is reported to the em- 
ployer. Thus watchmén are kept constantly 
on. the move and a little machine keeps 
track—in a negative way—of their faithful- 
ness or inattention. 

The jewelry houses of Chicago not only take 
these precautions, but also have burglar 
alarms set in every portion of the establish- 
ment. The watchman dare not'step outside 
the building before a certain time in the morn- 
ing lest he call the police by so doing. A short 
time ago the watchman of a big State street 
retail house opened the alley door to investi- 
gate a ndise in the barn. The opening of the 
door called out a patrol-wagon loaded with 
bluecoats.

INSANITY IN ROYAL FAMILIES, 


The Purple Seems No Protection to Its 
Uwners in This Respect. —s_| 

It is now more than four years ago that I 

had occasion to refer in the columns of the 

Tribune to the peculiar aural malady with 


1s slowly, but nevertheless surely, sapping the 
vitality of his physique as well as of his brain, 
writes an ex-diplomat in the New York TJrib- 
une.

MORE TERRIBLE THAN THE SHARK. 


The Voracious Killer-Whale, the Were- 
wolf of the North Seas. 

San Francisco Chronicle: The shark of the 
lower latitudes is still often honored with 
such names as the “sea tiger,”’ or the “‘ terror 
of the ocean.” The Spitzbergen fishermen 
would find a more appropriate use for the lat- 
ter epithet. Seals, porpoises, and even white 
whales have been known to spring out of the 
water and run ashore to avoid the attacks of 
a creature which, in proportion to its size, is 
cettainly the most voracious of all marine 
beasts of prey. It is the orca, or killer- 
whale (orca gladiator), 
of the delphinide, but as _ superior 
m strength to the southern 1 orpoise 
as awalrus is toaseal. The orca reaches a 
length of twenty-five feet, and its jaws are 
bristling with teeth from four to six inches 
long and as sharp as a dirk knife. Single 
specimens have been seen of thirty (Capt. 
Ross says thirty-five) feet, and fully able to 
devour a sea lion with a few quick snaps. Its 
digestive power is proportioned to the tre- 
mendous efficacy of its jaws. Prof, Eschricht 


examined a specimen that had been killed in 


shallow water, and found in its stomach 
thirteen porpoises and fourteen seals, and 
“the atrocious glutton,’’ he adds, *‘ seemed, to 


have got choked in the attempt to swallow a | 


fifteenth,’’ since its gullet proved to be ob- 
structed by an intertwisted mass of seal bones. 
Capt. Wickes describes a battle between a Ba- 
leen whale and a swarm of orcas that jerked 
the big monster about as a pack of dogs would 
worry a fat sow. They flew at its flanks, 
snapped big pieces out of its lips, and finally 
hauled it under, while a surgeof blood-stained 
foam besygke che consummation of the sub- 
marine butchery. . 

S demons will attack their largest 
relatives and pursue them like raging 
hounds,”’ says Dr. James Murie, who founds 
his study of the whale family on years of per- 
sonal observation. ‘“‘In one instance they as- 

‘saulted a California gray whale and her 
young. Theorcas killed the latter and sprang 
on the mother, tearing away large pieces, 
which they greedily devoured. (Orcas havo 
been known to attack a white-painted herring 
boat, mistaking it for a beluga, and they will 
not hesitate to lay hold of harpooned whales 
and drag them perforce under water.’’ 

The orca is also known as the Greenland 
grampus, and a good deal of controversy 
about its murderous propensities has been 
caused by the fact that some writers have 
confounded it with its small relative, known 
as Rino’s grampus (Phocena grisea), a com- 
paratively harmless creature, found ail along 
the east shores of the Atlantizfrom St. Helena 
to Seotiland, while the orca is seldom seen 
south of the fortieth parailel, and is found in 
shoals only near Spitzbergen and the east 
coast of Green iand. 

Compared with that inarine werewolf even 
the shark isa rather sluggish brute, though 
he is apt to offset his lack ot speed by cunning 
and patience.

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DOWN IN THE OCEAN'S DEPTAS. 


A Diver's Shocking Experiences on the 
Wreck of the !-lenco Encalada. 

- San Francisco Call: H. M. Hartman, re- 

cently discharged ftom the cruiser San Fran- 

cisco at San Diego upon the expiration of 

seven years’ service, is in the city and tells an 


interesting story of his experience as a diver 


while investigating the wreck of the Blanco 
Encalada. Hartmanis a Pennsylvanian, 23 


years old, Sea 

| During the troubles in Chile he enlisted 
with the insurgents and was successively .an 
officer on atorpedo boat, Lieutenant of ar- 
tillery at the battle of Acacalgo River, a spy 
against Balmaceda, and commanded two 
pieces of artillery at the battle of Placilla, 
which opened the way to Valparaiso. He was 
wounded, and after recovery was taken back 
in the American service. } 

Hartman was engaged in diving on the in- 
surgeht vessel, Blanco Encalada, sunk by the 
Admiral Lynch in the harbor of Caldera. _ 

Oae month after the insurgents, then in 
possession of the port, employed Hartman 
and an Englishman, also a diver, to go down 
and measure the hole and determine the 
chances of raising the vessel. Divers equipped 
with incandescent lights were lowered into the 
ship,, which was lymg in nine fathoms of 
water. The ship was lying upon her port 
side. She had sunk in a field of sea grass 
growing ten feethigh. The waves had washed 
great avenues of white sand through the grass 
to various parts of the vessel. 

Almost everywhere were arms, legs, heads, 

and trunks of human bodies. Many of these 
the fish had eaten clean of the flesh, only the 
skulls an@ bones remaining. The flesh that 
still remained intact was soft and mushy, and 
when touched would fall away from the bones. 
Many bodies were found whole, the men hav- 
ing met death by drowning. 
mm the starboard rigging stood the skeletons 
of two men with the bones of their hands 
stiil clinchmg the ratlines. The whole scene 
was horrible and revoltmg beyond descrip- 
tion. The greatest obstacle in the work was 
the fish. There 'were millions of fish and eels 
everywhere. They would shoot through the 
water and magnified by the water and the 
glass of the diver’s helmet and reflecting the 
rays of the electric light they looked like 
thousands of blades of polished silver. 

Whenever Hartman would lay his hands 
upon the deck they would come in contact 
with a slimy eel. The eels would wrap them- 
selves about the divers’ legs as they went 
along the deck. This, and coming in frequent 
contact with dissolving human flesh, afforded 
a variety of sensations not frequently met 
with by even a diver. 

Among these fish were numerous sharks. 
They were with difficulty kept away from the 
divers. With.one Hartman had a battle. The 
suit of a diver is so shotted as to keep him at 
about an equilibrium «m the water. With a 
slight'motion he .can easily rise. As he goes 
over the bottom he rarely touches ground. A. 
diver is also provided with a weapon of de- 
fense against a ravenous fish, in the shape of 
an electric pole six feet long and covered with 
rubber,: except at the end, which is a steel 
point. 

Bending in a large curve over this point is 
a hook with a ball on the end. The point and 
ball are positive: and negative poles of an 
electric current, which is furnished by wire 
from a dynamo on the vessel. When a shark 
‘approaches too close to the diver the end of 
the pole isthrown against him and the current 
passes froin the point through the fish to the 
ball. The fish receives a violent shock, which 
may either stun or kill. 

artman saw an enormous man-eating 
shark quietly approaching him and slowly 
opening and shutting his enormous jaws. 
When within striking distance the pvle was 
thrown against him. The shock stopped hm 
and he remained under the influence for sev- 
eral minutes, then recovered and came slowly

After 
twenty minutes of hard fighting he succeeded 
im getting down to the track, after killing 
forty-seven of the snakes, the largest of which 
measured seven feet four inches...

-Next followed the only hack 
in town, containing Jeff Smith, John Kin- 
neavy, Hugh Monan; and a Chronicle repor- 
ter. Wagons with fifty friends of the departed 
followed. i 

A blinding snow-storm was in progress, but 
the horses plodded on up the steep hillside. 
When half way up the mourners were forced 
to get out and walk to.the head of the hill, as 
the horses couldn’t stand the strain. 

Finally the cemetery was. reached. 
mounds of earth ominously close together 
inarked it. A gaping, oblong hole had been 
dug beside the last mound. When the box 
had been taken from the improvised hearse it 
was lowered into the grave. Every head was 
uncovered, and deff. Smith, standing at. the 
foot of the grave, thus addressed .the throng: 

“The man whotn.%e have just laid to rest 
was the best friend F@ver had. You all know 
him. Did any of you ever know him todo a 
thing that wasn’t square with his friends? 
No. I thought not. Neither did I. The best 
we can do now is to wish him the best there is 
in the land beyond the range, or the hereafter, 
if there isany hereafter. Joe didn’t think 
there was, and I don’t know anytinng about it. 
Friends, I ain’t much of aspeaker. But Joe 
was my friend, and ali he wanted was for us to 
gather at his grave and drink his health when 
he was goue. Let us do it.” , 

Twelve bottles of Pommery were then 
opened, and each of the assemblage took his 
giass in hand, while Smith said: ‘* Here’s to 
the health of Joe Simmons in the hereafter, if 
there is a hereafter.’"* The. giasses were 
drained. . Then all joined hands around the 
grave and sang “Auld Lang Syne.”’ 

‘It was a strange and weird sight. The snow 
was falling in thick, heavy clouds, and for a 
single moment the sun came out above the 
erested cliffs and glinted on the glasses, giv- 
ing a new sparkle to the wine that toasted 
the obseguies of the dead sport. Sorrow 
for the nonce was drowned by an offering to 
Bacchus, 

The dirt was filled into the grave and the 
cortége returned to town. In a few moments 
they were busy again with ecards and chips, 
and the Orieans club opened for business. 

This event, at which perhaps the outside 
world would stand aghast, simply proved that 
the sporting element of a mining camp regard 
the last wishes of the dying as a duty to be 
performed faithfully. They may be outside 
the pale of the world in many things, but they 
practice the broad principles of | humanity.

ONE GHOST.THAT WAS SEEN, 
Several Persons in Remote Places Saw the 
| Same Appurition. 

Most people profess not to believe in ghosts. 
Some few have. actually no faith in them 
whatever. To all the subject is one of great 
interest because it is a. mystery which in- 
volves the possible future. Who can be sure 
that he himself may not some daf be a spook? 
The contemplation of such a pees is far 
from agreeable. And why? Chiefly because 
the accepted notion of a s ris painful. 
To be a sheeted churchyard’ apparition—to 
squeak and gibber in the public haunts of 
men—is nota cheerful idea, At all events 
one would not select it as a picture of a sub- 
jective existénce yet to be. 

No more emphatic non-believer in ghosts 
can be found in Washington than the chief of 
a certain departmental bureau, whose business 
it is almost wholly to deal with figures which 
are not less cold than perambuiatmg 
This is the story which he told toa 
ton Star writer yesterday: 

‘*T have two sisters and a brother. Once I 
had three sisters, but one of them died in New 


Orleans ten years ago. She perished of yellow 


fever. At the time none of us knew that she 
was sick. It was only . afterward that the in- 
formation was gathered which makes up the 
extraordinafy account I am about to give you. 
You may say that it was a coincidence, 
will not say that it was not such. You can 
judge for yourself. 

** My sister died at ten minutes 8 o’clock 
the night of Aug. 14, 1882. At time an- 
other sister was in Toronto. Her name is 
Mary. She was about to put her child, a little 
girl, to bed; Ae she entered the m for 
that purpose the child cried out, ‘Mamm 
there is Aunt Anna.’ The mother looked oad 
saw her sister Anna in the bed, lying with her 
head propped up on the pillows and looking as 
if she were dying. The vision disappeared 
immediately. Remember that 
Anna’s death did not reach Mary until the 
following morning. One would naturally ac- 
count for-such an apparition by supposing 
that it was an illusion, but in this case the 
appearance was witnessed simultatieously by 
two persons. : :

There is probably no country 1n the world 
where more bloodshed occurs annually than 
in the Empire of China, and the petty wars and 
insurrections which are being constantly car- 
ried on within her borders between the Man- 
darins and the people would surprise Western 
nations greatly were the true acsounts of 
the number of lives thus lost 
given out. The great lack of  rail- 
ways, telegraphs, and even ordinary means 
of communication between the various sec- 
tions of the empire causes mapy insurrections 
to rise and be crushed without any news of 
the occurrence ever reaching the outside 
world, This serves to the advantage of the

a Machinery at State and Twenti- 


eth Streets to Operate the Largest Cable 
System in the World--Chief Engineer 
Rill Says the Engines Represent 2,500 
Horse Power — President Wheeler Be- 
lieves the Combined Transportation Fa- 
cilities Will Take Care of the Visitors. 


People who ride on the State street cars 
have noticed for months past the gradual 
construction of a big chimney in the rear of 
the City railway power-house at Twentieth 
street. It is 150 feet high and 64 feet in 
diameter, Through it will pour the swoke of 
the furnaces which generate steam in a bat- 
tery of four boilers 72 inches by 18: feet, boil- 
ers to set:in motion the cable machinery just 
completed for its World’s Fair traffic by the 
City railway company. Yesterday privileged 
visitors were allowed to roam over the new 
engine-ruom and inspect the largest cable 
plant in the worid., 

The machinery consists of two: sete of giant 
wheels each, with a thirty-six-inch face. The 
sinaller wheels are twenty-five feet in diame- 
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may be attributed much of the conservatism 
shown. by the officials regarding the introduc- 
tion of railways and telegraphs.

Fe i a of the obaexious rule of the Mandar- 


oy ae. last year these internal strifes 
were probably more frequent than formerly.

Very often revolis break out among the

justice too barefacedly to the highest bidder. 
On many other occasions revolts arise from 
elan or tribe feuds between marauders occu- 
ying lands claimed by immigrants or native 
anunermen. Such feuds, at first ,of a purely 
local nature, increase not infrequently, hke 
an avalanche, by disaffected and adventurous 
men joining on both sides until the troubles 
often reach the dimensions of a formidable 
rebellion. 

This‘is the perpetual state of affairs through- 
-out- the Chinese Empire. Never is the coun- 
try without One or more revolts in progress, 
and each revolt may be said to end in the loss 
of hundreds of lives. When an insurrection is 
crushed it is generally claimed by the Manda- 
rins that all engaged in it . must be beheaded ; 
thus the number of deaths is largely increased. 
This method of government and dealing with 
disaffection in China will continue until all the 
eo system of Mandarin rulership and the 

artar, or Manchu, Emperor is deposed and a 
new régime established. This all educated 
Chinese recognize, and toit may be due all 
the present insurrectionary secret societies 
with which China is so thoroughly honey- 
combed. The penalty for criticising or op- 
posing the Mandarins is always beheading, 

nce the societies are bound, for self-preser- 
vation, to maintain the most ‘absolute secrecy 
as to movements, intentions. and member- 
ships. The growth of these secret. societies 
has been almost wonderful, thousands of 
new members have been enrolled dur- 
ing the last year, and as yet the Mand- 
aring have been unable in a singie in- 
stance to find*the whereabouts of any lodge or 
meeting place. Many supposed cunspirators 
~—members of the societies—have been capt- 
ured by the authorities and all sorts of torture 
resorted to to extort confession and thus se- 
cure information concerning the societies, but 
each instance has met with the most signal 
failure, and today the native officials are as 
ignorant regarding the intentions of their se- 
cret enemies as ever beture. 

When the crisis comes and the various socie- 
ties rise against the Mandarins the scope and 
measure of the insurrection will probably be 
the greatest the wurld has ever seen. What its 
bearing upon’ foreigners will be is not really 
wert g but it may be safely presumed that 
should vittory—as is very 1 iy een, indeed— 
perch upon the banner of the insyrrectionists, 
the uneducated masses of Chinese will become 
fanatics and will not stop until all foreigners 
are driven from the empire or compelled to 
take refuge in the treaty ports, where the guns 
of men-of-war can ‘afford them protection, At 
present the internal conditions of Chinese 
Government and society may be likened to 
that of a smoidering volcano, occasionally 
giving out puffs of smoke and only waiting for 
some sufficient cause to burst into open and 
awful convulsion.

Great belts sixty-one inches wide transfer their 
motion tothe wheels thirty-two feet in di- 
ameter, and these wind ay shaft eighteen in- 
ches thick, which.in its 0 spins the wheels 
around which runs the/cable. The shaft 
weighs thirty-eight tons, the wheels thirty tons 
each; and the whole great mass of metal re- 
volved with a smoothness that imparted not a

Chief Engineer Hill looked like a pigmy 
beside the mammoth line wheels. ‘* This,” 
said he, could furnish power enough to run 
all the planing-mills and breweries in Chicago 
and have something to spare. We could hitch 
every car we've got to a cable and carry -it 
along with ease. There is represented be- 
tween 2,400 and 5,000 horse-power. There is 
not a ¢able plant in America or Australia 
to compare with it. Aside from 6 
power the belt transmission 1s its greatest 
feature. Qur experience with belt conduction 
since 1887 has convinced us that the most satis- 
factory results to - traction machinery are 
secured in this way. This machinery increases 
the power of our plant 100 per cent.”’ 


To Run Twenty Miles of Cable Line. 


These great engines will run the entire 
original twenty miles of cable line, leaving, if 
necessary, the rest of the plant practically in 
reserve. ‘The new plant will be arran 50 
as to ran the old ome, yet both will 
be independent, so iin case either 
breaks down the other will perform 
the work. The new engines were 
built in Baltimore and Worcester, Mass. They 
will be connected and in full operation July 1. 
In connecting the great shaft with the wld 
engines ane of the latter had to be moved, 
for the fly-wheel weighing forty-five tons, 
which was displaced, another sf ingenious 
construction was substituted weighing seventy 
tons, so that none of the: power was lost. 
Everything about the machinery is on a large 
scale, The new furnaces burn 100 tons of 
conl aday, and ail the coal is handled by 
machinery from its entrance into the dumps 
until its residuum of ashes emerges frorn the 
furnaces.. The engine room will be frescoed

The City railway company is buildmg a new 
car barn-at Thirty-first and State streets at a 
cost of $100,000 in which to accommodate its 
new rolling stock. The structure measures 
130x350 feet. It is building or having built 
between 500 and 600 new cars. At present it 
has about 1,500 cars, 


Fair crowds,” said President Wheeler, ‘* and 
we propose to be in line with the procession.

Will Probably Adopt Electricity. 


“We are considering now,” continued Mr. 
Wheeler, ‘the application ‘of electricity to 
our lines on Sixty-tirst and Sixty-third streets 
and shall probably adopt) it. Matters as to 
the entrance to the Fair grounds ought to be 
settled. There remains only a little over one 
year till May 1, 1893. Every moment is 
precious and only by the hardest work can 
transit arrangements be com pleted. We 
ought to have six months’ leeway to get 
our lines in that vicinity in first-class working 
order. It takes time to get new machinery 


branch systematized so asto bear the strai 
of an enormous business. 

** My opinion is that the transit facilities: 
planned will take care of the people who visit 
the Fair. A great share will fall on this com- 
pany, the elevated road, and the Illinois Cen- 
tral, but there will be boats and besides trains 
run ‘by other roads over the Baltimore and 
Ohio crogsing to help out. There will be 
rush -hours, the same as we have now, 
especially at night. Of course, the electrical 
display can only be seen at night. Fortunately 
our ordinary business from the southern ends 
of our system dvesn’t amount to enough to 
interfere with this travel homeward from the 
Fair.
